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U.S. Combat Role Ends May 1 


WASHINGTON (UP1) —ü. S. 
troops will cease to play a 
major combat role in Vietnam 
after May 1, but the Pentagon 
said today that more than 
100,000 
combat 
troops 
will 
remain there in a security role. 
A Pentagon spokesman, Jerry 
W. Friedheim, mentioned the 
figure after Defense Secretary 
Melvin R. 
Laird said 
in 
Bangkok, Thailand, today that 
by May 1 “a major portion of 
ow combat forces that have a 
combat 
responsibility or 
a 


combat assignment within the 
country will have been with­ 
drawn.” 
Friedheim said that the 
present force level of 385,000 
U.S. troops in Vietnam would 
be cut to about 285,000 as of 
May 1, and that more than 
100,000 of these will be combat 
troops. 
Other U.S. officials said the 
role of the remaining combat 
troops will be to supply the 
South Vietnamese with air and 
artillery support, logistics and 


security. They said the troops 
might be sent out on patrol as 
part of their security role. 
As withdrawals continue after 
May 1, Friedheim said, combat 
troops will still constitute 40 to 
50 per 
cent 
of the force 
U.S. officials say that even 
when their major combat 
responsibility is over, American 
troops will still sometimes be 
involved in shooting and being 
shot at. For example, 
the 
officials 
said 
a 
patrol 
of 
Americans might be sent out to 


seek Communist troops as part 
of their security role. 
Defense secretary Melvin R. 
Laird mentioned the May 1 
goal for the first time publicly 
tod,ay during an informal news 
conference on arrival at Bang­ 
kok, Thailand on the second leg 
of a round-the-world trip. He 
goes on to Saigon and top-level 
conferences on Friday. 
laigd said most U.S. troops 
“with combat responsibility” 
will be withdrawn by May 1. 
Those that remain, Washing­ 


ton sources said, will be used 
as advisers with South Viet­ 
namese units or will be kept in 
a reserve status to cope with 
any emergency situations pok­ 
ing a threat to the security of 
other American personnel. In 
Paris on Tuesday, Laird men­ 
tioned a mid-summer goal of 
ending U.S. combat responsibi­ 
lities. This and his reference 
today to May I represented the 
first move by the administra­ 
tion toward a scheduled with­ 
drawal timetable.

McGovern Readying For 


Second Presidential Try 


WASHINGTON (API) -Sen. 
George S. McGovern of South 
Dakota resigned today as 
chairman of the Democratic 
Party Reform Commission as a 
first step toward becoming an 
active candidate for President. 
McGovern told newsmen that 
it was “a fairly accurate” 
assumption that he would 
announce for the Democratic 
presidential nomination later 
this month. He also was a 
candidate for the nomination 
in 1968, entering the race after 
the assassination of Sen. Rob­ 
ert D. Kennedy, D-N.Y. 
The reform commission that 


he headed —and which general­ 
ly was referred to as the 
McGovern Commission —was 
one of two created by the 
Democrats as a result of the 
tumult at the 1968 national 
convention. 
Nearly all of the McGovern 
Commission's work so far has 
involved writing guidelines for 
selection of delegates to future 
conventions. 
Explaining his decision to 
resign the chairmanship, Mc­ 
Govern said his schedule was 
becoming too heavy and that he

PARIS (UPI)—The Vietnam 
peace talks entered their third 
year today with Allied negotia­ 
tors complaining that serious 
negotiations had yet to begin 
and a peaceful settlement of 
the war was not in sight. 
U.S. Ambassador David K.E, 
Bruce told the Hanoi and Viet 
Cong delegates their 
peace 
demands were “incompatible 
with any real kind of negotia­ 
tions,” and urged them to 
reconsider their approach to 
the two-year-old talks. 
Bruce’s 
South 
Vietnamese 
colleague, Ambassador Phan 
Dang Lam, opened today’s 98th 
session with the 
comment: 
“The Paris meetings are now- 
entering 
their 
third 
year 
without having yet produced 
any concrete result which 
would permit us to foresee that 
peace will soon come.” 
The Hanoi delegation made 
public today names of three 
American pilots it said were 
killed when their planes either 
were shot down or crashed in 
North Vietnam. 
Delegation spokesman Nguy­ 
en Thanh I^e disclosed the 
names which he 
said had 
already been given to a U.S. 
Senator and an antiwar group 
in New York City. 
He said he was making the 
disclosure only because the 
Nixon administration had point­ 
ed to the absence of two of the 
names on Hanoi’s official 
prisoner list as evidence that 
the list was incomplete. 
The Hanoi spokesman identi­ 
fied the three dead airmen as 
Donald Maurice Singer, Arthur 
Stewart Meams and Samuel 
Fantle III. 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — 
University of California re­ 
searchers have announced the 
synthesis of the human growth 
hormone —a development they 
said could provide a major 
research tool in the treatment 
of 
cancer, 
heart 
disease, 
diabetes and problems associat­ 
ed with growth. 
The hormone, secreted by 'the 
pituitary gland controls body 
growth, size and shape, regu­ 
lates production of mothers’ 
milk and has 
been 
used 
successfully in the treatment of 
a form of dwarfism which 
afflicts thousands of youngsters 
each year in the United States. 
Dr. C. H. Li, 57, who headed 
the 
research 
team 
which 
-reproduced the hormone in the 
UC hormone Research labora­ 
tory. estimated it would take 5 
to 10 years for commercial 


drug manufacturers to provide 
large quantities of the synthetic 
human growth hormone (HGH). 
Li, director of the 
UC 
Hormone Research Laboratory, 
said a long range goal of his 
research was possible develop­ 
ment of a modified hormone 
which would inhibit the growth 
of breast and other cancers. 
He said several apparent 
attributes of HGH would be 
studied when sufficient quanti­ 
ties of 
the 
hormone 
are 
available. These include repair­ 
ing bone fractures, promoting 
healing, lowering blood choles­ 
terol levels, enhancing resis­ 
tance to infection, and improv­ 
ing the actions of male and 
female sex hormones.

FAIRFIELD — A Solano 
Superior Court jury contin­ 
ued today laboriously consi­ 
dering the cases of seven 
men arrested during last 
Valentine’s 
Day’s demon­ 
stration against the San Ra­ 
fael Independent-Journal. 
The seven were indicted 
by the Marin County Grand 
Jury on a total of 36 charges 
arising from the violence of 
Feb. 14. After the defense 
was granted a change of 
v e n u e , the number of 
charges was trimmed to 34 
by Judge William E. Jen­ 
sen, who presided over the 
trial since it began Oct. 20. 
The rally was called by 
Bay Area labor organiza­ 
tions in sympathy with San 
Francisco International Ty­ 
pographical Union Local 21, 
which went on s t r i k e 
against the I-J one year ago 
today. 


Each of the seven defen­ 
dants faces at least one fe­ 
lony 
charge 
and several 
misdemeanor counts. 
The defendants are: John 
J. DeMartini, 47, of Mill 
Valley, vice president of Lo­ 
cal 21, and the only striking 


I-J e m p l o y e e on trial; 
Charles P. Vance, 57, of 
South 
San 
Francisco; 
Jam es S. 
Brooke, 36, of 
Guemeville; Joe Reese, 32, 
of Hayward; Nimmes H. 
Shelton, 41, San Francisco; 
Alvis D. Bailey, 43, San 
Francisco, and Terry W. 
Lansing, 20, of Oakland. 
All are m embers of Local 
21 except Bailey, a Team s­ 
ters Union member, and 
Lansing, a student. 
The jury of 10 women and 
two men received the case 
shortly before noon yester­ 
day, and soon c a l l e d on 
Judge Jensen for help. Ju­ 
rors expressed confusion as 
to which defendants faced 
which counts. Jensen gave 
them a sheaf of verdict 
forms listing the defendants 
and charges separately. 
The jury was sequestered 
beginning Tuesday night in 
a Fairfield motel, but Judge 
Jensen directed it to deli­ 
berate in the courtroom.

Marin County should de­ 
velop m ajor resort centers 
to draw' overnight tourist 
trade and small conferences 
instead of remaining as a 
way-stop for daytime tour­ 
ists. 
This is a key recommen­ 
dation made by Economics 
Research Associates (ERA) 
of Los Angeles in a visitor 
enterprise report which will 
be presented tonight to the 
City-County Planning Coun­ 
cil. 
The council, which asked 
for the visitor study, will 
meet at 8 p.m. in the faculty 
lounge 
at Redwood High 
School. 
The report, intended as a 
guide to boosting tourism 
in Marin, points out that the 
county gets 20 to 25 per cent 
of the daytim e tourist trade 
in the entire Bay Area, but 
only 1 to 3 per cent of them 
are overnighters. Because 
they stay only a few' hours, 
their 
quick 
movements 
choke the highways, and yet 
Marin has little to show in 
revnue. Almost 90 per cent 
of them spend less than $.10 
per visit. 
The solution, said the Los 
Angeles firm, is to appeal to 
overnighters whose expen­ 
ditures are higher and who 
create less traffic conges­ 
tion. 
Economic Research Asso­ 
ciates completed the study 
at a cost of $12,500. The 110- 
page r e p o r t said Marin 
could support 3,000 resort 
hotel rooms and 1,000 vaca­ 
tion trailer spaces and re­ 
commended that the county 
immediately 
m aster plan 
1,100 acres in West Marin 
(the east shore of Tómales 
Bay to as far south as Ole­ 
ína) and 100 acres along San 
Rafael and Richardson bays 
for resort use. 
The r e p o r t added the 
m aster plan should be spe­ 
cific enough to insure pro­ 
per 
b a 1 a n c e 
of 
such 
facilities as resort hotels, 
restaurants, marinas, golf 
courses, commercial, enter­ 
tainm ent and related facili­ 
ties. 
This should be accompa- 
n i e d , the study said, by 
strong zoning and architec­ 
tural controls to preserve 
the environment. 
Resort hotels are espe­ 
cially 
attractive 
because 
they draw weekenders and 
vacationers who are at pre­ 
sent not attracted to Marin 
and because they do not in­ 
crease the need for services 
such as schools and fire 
protection. 
The im portant thing, said 
ERA, is to create a recrea­ 
tional attraction big enough 
to draw and keep overnigh­ 
ters — facilities like golf 


MOSCOW (U PI)-U .S. Em­ 
bassy sources said today three 
Russians grabbed an American 
diplomat by his lapels outside a 
theater Wednesday night and 
asked him “how would you like 
being treated the way Zionist 
thugs treat our diplomats in 
America?” 
It was the first report of 
physical reprisals in the new 
U.S.-Soviet diplomatic war of 
nerves, 
kicked off Tuesday 
when the Soviets announced 
they could not guarantee the 
safety of Americans in Russia 
in view of “'Zionist” attacks on 
Soviets in America. 
For the first time in more 
than four years Soviet authori­ 
ties Wednesday evening permit­ 
ted a “spontaneous demonstra­ 
tion” in front of the Embassy. 
About 20 young persons stood 
before the gate and chanted 
slogans for 15 nujy^gg. 
More delegations of Soviet 
citizens 
entered 
the 
U.S. 
Embassy peaceably to deliver 
letters of protest against the 
harassment of Soviet officials 
and performers in the United 
States.

The Soviet government news­ 
paper Izvestia 
said 
tonight 
“somebody in Washington” was 
behind the anti-Soviet demon­ 
strations. 
The newspapers said 
the 
campaign was partly intended

The sources said the Russians 
Wednesday night approached

Representan ves of Quan­ 
tas and its associate firm, 
Young American Homes 
Inc., attended 'the meet in e 
at Petaluma City Hall bul 
made no comment. City of 
finals from Petaluma, Roh­ 
nert Park and Cotati were 
‘ at. the session. 
Horner said directors had 
chosen a l o c a t i o n near 
Highway 101 to build a new 
hospital.

Moore said today he will 
be in charge of Miss Dav­ 
is’s defense during the ac­ 
tual trial — if the attorneys 
fail in. their attempts to win 
dismissal. Attorney Michael 
Tigar will handle most of 
the pretrial matters, Moore 
explained. 
Miss Davis's bail — if 
granted — would be “no 
trouble at all,” according to 
Joe Pécora,, owner of the 
Marin Bail Bond Agency. 
A number of bail bonds­ 
men would divide the cover­ 
age 
among themselves, 
Pécora explained today. He 
said that “10 or 15 or 20” 
persons each could pledge 
collateral 
consisting 
of 
deeds of trust, bank depos­ 
its or other security, to the 
bondsmen. The bondsmen’s 
fee would be the standard 10 
per cent of the amount of 
bail set by the court, Pécora 
said.“We’ll bail anybody so

Schultz said, “We are not 
requesting any variance or 
any privilege. This is some­ 
thing we are entitled to by 
right under the ordinance of 
Larkspur.” 
No variances were re­ 
quired because the planned 
structure met all setback, 
height and other limitations 
of an R-3 area. However, 
Schultz had to gain approv­ 
al for design of the building. 
While opposing planning 
commission rejection of the 
building’s design, Schultz 
did concede: “I think the 
one (argument) that was 
most pervasive was build­ 
ing across lot lines.” 
Planning Chairman Rob­ 
ert H. Lee agreed last night... 
He said it “boils down to 
excessive mass of this 
structure.” 
He said approval would 
signal the first three-story 
structure built across lot 
lines along the creek. “This 
would create a tunnel, ef­ 
fect,” he said. 
“I’d like them (the coun­ 
cil) to consider what our 
limitations are about build­ 
ing across lot lines. Where 
do we stop?” he said. 
He read from a memoran­ 
dum from City Mgr. Kent 
B. Bathurst which said, “As 
a matter of policy, struc­ 
tures occupying widths in 
excess of two parcels along 
either side of Corte Madera 
C r e e k must be discour­ 
aged.” 
Lee said a new plan to 
c o v e r three lots with a 
building has reached the 
commission, on the heels of 
Schultz’s plan. 
Several citizens in the au­ 
dience of 40, including re­ 
presentatives 
from 
the 
Larkspur Town Meeting,' 
backed Lee. 
Schult’s appeal to the 
council was the first time in 
at least five y e a r s , and 
probably the first time 
ever, that a decision on ar­ 
chitectural design was ap­ 
pealed to the city council, 
Bathurst told, the Indepen­ 
dent-Journal. 
Bathurst, whose staff had 
recommended 
approval 
with certain modifications 
to the planning commission, 
again recommended ap­ 
proval of the Schultz plan 
last night. 
“It was the general con­ 
sensus opinion that what the 
staff did not like was the 
visual mass of the building 
from Corte Madera Creek,” 
he said.

hormone as “a great basic 
research breakthrough with 
possible applications ranging 
from the study of growth and 
development of human, beings 
through the possible treatment 
of cancer and arteriosclerosis.” 
Its first beneficiaries will 
probably be the 10,000 to 50,000 
children suffering each year 
from hyper-pituitary dwarfism. 
They could grow to normal size 
with HGH treatment. 
li, who has spent 32 years 
studying the pituitary gland its 
hormones, likened making HGH 
to building a highway. 
The hormone, which is made 
naturally in the pituitary, a 
pea-sized gland at the base of 
the brain, consists of 188 amino 
acids and is the most complex 
protein ever synthesized by 
man.“We had to put 188 amino 
acids together, one block at a 
time, then we had to build 'two 
bridges —a small one, like the 
Golden Gate bridge, and a 
large one, like the (San 
Francisco-Oakland) 
Bay 
Bridge/* Li said. 
“We built the highway first — 
block by block. That took about 
two years. Then we spent two 
years on the bridges.” 
There was one difference — 
every time a mistake was 
made on the “highway,” Dr. Li 
and his colleague, Dr. Donald 
Yamashiro, had to start con­ 
structing it all over again. The 
“bridges” .are essential- chemi­ 
cal bonds connecting a pair of 
specific amino acids on the long 
“highway.” Without them, 'the 
hormone doesn’t function. 
Li and his team first isolated 
and purified HGH, one of 100 
hormones made by the pituita­ 
ry, in 1956. They determined its 
structure a decade later. 
In 1961, they started using 
HGH taken from dead, bodies to 
treat undersized children suf­ 
fering from one form of 
dwarfism.. With steady medica­ 
tion over a period of several 
years, the youngsters grew to 
normal size. 
However, an inadequate sup­ 
ply of HGH from cadavers 
limits the treatment to about 
1.000 children a year in the 
United States. Pediatricians 
estimated another 10,000 to 
50.000 youngsters are being 
condemned to permanent dwar­ 
fism because of the supply 
shortage.

Kimball of Synanon’s Marshall 
facility will be tonight at the 
Synanon Santa Monica center 
he once headed. 
Kimball, 52, died Monday at 
a San Francisco hospital after 
suffering from a heart condi­ 
tion for several yeai s. 
A reformed heroin addict, and 
gangster, he rose to a top posi­ 
tion in the ranks of the organi­ 
zation dedicated to reforming 
addicts and to forging a new 
life style. 
Bom in Logan, Utah, he 
moved to Santa Monica as a 
child and became an addict as 
a young man. He was also a 
gambler and hoodlum operat­ 
ing in San Francisco and. Los 
Angeles, according to Charles 
Dederich, founder of Synanon. 
“He was quite a roller, -clo­ 
sest thing to a gangster that the 
West Coast had at that time,” 
Dederich said. 
The head of Synanon told of a 
time when Kimball 'was arrest­ 
ed in Santa Maria with $35,000 
or $40,000 in his pocket. Police, 
unwilling to be responsible for 
it, locked the cash in the cell 
with him. 
Kimball never served time in 
prison. 
In 1959, in, failing health and. 
down in his luck, he joined the 
year-old Synanon. He kicked 
the drug habit after 20 years. 
He was a Synanon director 
from 1962 to 1967 and was head 
of the San Diego branch in. 1965 
and the Santa Monica facility, 
the group's largest, in 1966 and 
1967,He was in Marin in August of 
1964 when Synanon, opened, its 
Marshall facility, but returned 
to Southern California until a 
year and a half ago. 
Surviving are his wife, Bon­ 
ita of Marshall and two sisters 
living in Santa Momea. 
His great-grandfather, Heber 
C. Kimball, was the first presi­ 
dent of the mormon Church af­ 
ter Brigham Young.

Day W. Symmes of Layton- 
ville, Mendocino County, a 
former Marinite, died yester­ 
day in a Marin, hospital follow­ 
ing a short illness. He was 54.

Airphibiotis One is a combina­ 
tion boat and balloon, or 
sky boat, designed by Brooks 
Stevens, Milwaukee, famed 
industrial designer. It is de­ 
signed for sale to anyone who 
wants to fly from his own 
backyard to the nearest lake. 
There will be 500 inaugural 


flight memorial covers to be 
carried as U.S. mail the first 
day. These will be addressed to 
the boat show office and taken 
to the Vistacion Valley Post 
Office to be cancelled and 
returned. The inaugural covers 
will then go on sale to stamp 
collectors for $1 each. 
In the four-times-a-day 
flights of Airphibious One 
during the course of the 10-day 
show “commemorative” covers 
will be flown as well as post 
cards.

The strange new aircraft will 
be piloted by Don Piccard, 
Swiss-born son of famed 
balloonists Jean and Jacques 
Piccard.

The gondola boat is six feet in 
diameter and powered with a 35 
horsepower outboard motor 
which, when idled, fans the 
balloon on course, and in water 
powers the boat.

IRS Plans To Audit More 
T q x Returns This Year 
There are a few people who do not pay 
their taxes fully, completely and on time 
and these few people do run up the costs 
of collection. There may be more of 
them than we t h i n k and Uncle Sam 
intends to do a great deal more auditing 
this year than he has in the past. 
The IES asked for an increase in its 
budget of over $53 million for fiscal 1971. 
. .They da.mi this increase is necessary 
because they expect to process over 113 
million returns. 
The thing we are interest­ 
e d in is t h a t they have 
* i asked for an increase of 41.5 
million for compliance and 
an increase o* 2,894 people 
* in the compliance section. 
To my mind this indicates 
,, that each return is going to 
- get a more thorough going 
Ü! over than in the past and 
* that more returns are going 
* to be audited. 
Actually the percentage of 
returns audited is declining 
*± according to the IRS. In 
1963 it audited 5.8 per cent, 
in 1969 3.18 per cent and 
they are estimating 2.6 per 
cent for 1970 and a slight 
increase of 2.83 per cent for 
1971. 
While the percentage of 
returns audited has been 
^declining, I believe that the 
Hudits have been a good 
eal rougher.

BANGKOK (UP!)—A general 
who already is the most 
politically powerful man in 
Thailand is a good bet to 
become the nation’s next prime 
minister. 
For a man who insists he is a 
soldier and not a politician, 
Deputy Prime Minister Prapass 
Charusathiara is remarkably 
adept at the science of polics. 
Prapass sounds like a soldier 
when he says, as he did again 
last week, that it has never 
been his intention to be the 
prime minister. 
He moved back into the 
politician’s stance when he 
followed that remark with this 
one: “One human being, 
however, never knows what the 
future will hold for him.” 
Prime Minister Thanom Kitti- 
kachorn has indicated his 
intention to retire at the end of 
1971.There are other possible 
contenders for the top job, but 


few doubt that Prapass can 
have it if he wants it. 
For the record, Prapass 
stands firmly behind Thanom, 
whose daughter is married to 
Prapass’ son. 
There have been local press 
reports that Prapass has let it 
be known to all political 
factions in the country that he 
firmly supports Thanom. 
This message reportedly 
warned against any attempt to 
change the government through 
unconstitational means under 
the misconception that he 
himself might favor such 
efforts. 
So what appeared to be a 
pledge of support, leaked to the 
press, came a few days after 
Thanom had reshuffled his 
cabinet, bringing in Sen. Prasit 
Kama chana wat, long regarded 
as a close associate of Prapass. 
The appointment of Prasit, a 
member of the Liberal Party, 
as Deputy Minister for Econ­ 


omic Affairs, may have been 
aimed at bringing the Liberals 
closer to the ruling government 
party. 
In any case, it appeared to 
strengthen Prapass’ position as 
a possible successor to Than­ 
om. 
Some observers believe Pra­ 
pass prefers to wait and take 
over the job of prime minister 
in a peaceful transition rather 
than forcing a showdown which 
could be risky as well as 
disruptive. 
Prapass, who also commands 
the Thai army and heads the 
Interior Ministry, is the top 
contender, but some others are 
considered in the running. 
They include Prasert Ruchir- 
awongse, director general of 
police; Air Chief Marshal 
Dawee Chullsapya; Lt. Gen. 
Sawaeng Senanarong, a minis­ 
ter attached to the prime 
minister’s office; Gen. Kris 
Srivara, deputy defense minis­ 
ter, and Deputy Foreign 
Minister Sanga Kittikachora, 
younger brother of the prime 
minister. 
Thanom, beset with a host of 
governmental problems he has 
been unable to solve, appears to 


be operating on borrowed time. 
There is division in the ranks 
of the government as well as 
the ruling party, a long 
standing problem of insurgency 
within Thai borders and a 
serious economic slowdown. 
The snipers are beginning to 
undermine Thanom, a moderate 
man and a popular leader when 
times were good. 
But now that hard times are 
here, the followers of Prapass 
say the reins of power should 
pass officially to the strong 
man, the man who has always 
held them anyway.

The Largest In The World

A m e r i c a n children are 
among the largest children in 
the world, according to the Na­ 
tional Center for Health Statis­ 
tics, Health S e r v i c e s and 
Mental Health Administration. 
In a recent report the Center 
noted that increases among 
U.S. children ages 6 through 11 
years have been about 10 per 
cent in height and 15 to 30 per 
cent in weight over the past 90 
years. At 8 years of age (the 
age which has been used for a 
major international compari­ 
son) U.S. youngsters are in the 


highest group, both in height 
and weight. 
Commenting on the center’s 
report Dr. Arthur Lesser, direc-. 
tor, Maternal and Child Health 
Service, HSMHA, said. 
“The NCHS survey findings 
s u p p o r t the 'belief that im­ 
proved living conditions and 
improved nutrition have a posi­ 
tive effect in helpind individual 
children reach the body size 
which genetic and other factors 
have determined is possible fdr 
them.”

health examination survey of a 
representative sampling of the 
nation’s 24 million children be­ 
tween the age of 6 and 11. The 
results were compared with 
earlier studies of American 
children and with surveys con­ 
ducted by other countries. 
On a geographical basis, the 
survey showed that American 
boys and girls in the Midwest 
and Northeast tend to be taller 
and heavier than children in 
the South or the West. 
American Negro children, the 
findings revealed, tend to be 
taller, while white children are 
somewhat heavier. Boys of both 
races are essentially the same 
h e i g h t , but white boys are 
slightly heavier than Negro 
boys at each age. Negro girls 
are on the average taller than 
white girls but they weigh less 
until age 11. Then they become 
both taller and heavier than 
their white counterparts.

Russian Shines 
With Symphony 


Spain Is 
Feature Of 


MUSIC, 
ART: DRAMA 
Ozawa Back At 


Next Film 
Symphony's Helm

Seiji Ozawa’s return to the 
podium and the San Fran­ 
cisco Symphony debut of 
the virtuoso Russian violin­ 
ist Igor Oistrakh were the 
major points of interest in 
the orchestra's concert last 
night at the Opera House. 
Still w e a r i n g a neck 
brace, the diminutive maes­ 
tro conducted without his 
customary 
fiery 
exuber­ 
ance, using small but elo­ 
quent g e s t u r e s , b u t 
nevertheless still with plen­ 
ty of spirit and fine control 
of his musicians. 


High point of the evening 
was the magnificent play­ 
ing of Oistrakh in Lalo s 
“Symphonic 
Espagnole, ’ * 
performed as the last num­ 
ber on the program. It was 
a rather extraordinary plac­ 
ing for a guest artist. In 
this case, however, it was 
logical since a program ge­ 
nerally builds to a climax, 
and Oistrakh’s performance 
certainly provided that. 


The 40-year-old violinst 
does not have a robust tone, 
apparently 
preferring 
to 
concentrate all his energy 
in producing a flawless pur­ 
ity and richness of tone and 
perfection of technique at 
fantastic velocity without 
any evidence of effort or 
strain. His runs and trills 
were executed so lightly 
and at such lightning speed 
that one could barely see 
his fingers move. A. fast vi­ 
brato resulted in a richness 
and warmth of tonal color 
that was almost vocal. 


City Work Plan 
For The Jobless 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI)-The 
Housing and Urban Develop­ 
ment Department (HUD) has 
worked out a $4 million pilot 
project to put 1,500 jobless 
space industry technicians and 
500 former servicemen to work 
in Model Cities projects. 
The plan, developed by HUD 
Assistant Secretary Floyd Hyde 
working with city and state 
officials, would recruit and give 
quick “orientation” courses to 
unemployed former aerospace 
workers and “Vietnam era” 
veterans who have either 
background in social sciences, 
managerial experience or mili­ 
tary training that would be of 
use in the federal program 
designed to rejuvenate urban 
neighborhoods now on the 
decline. 


Ozawa 
carefully 
con­ 
trolled the orchestral vol­ 
ume so that It would not be 
competitive with or over­ 
play the violin tone, and 
there was remarkable rap­ 
port in the rhythmic feeling 
between Ozawa and Ois­ 
trakh. 


Of course, this is just the 
sort, of romantic music in 
which the Russians excel. 
Preceding the Lalo work 
was another delightful one 
in the French romantic tra­ 
dition, the Waverly Over­ 
ture by Berlioz, who was 
perhaps master of them ail 
in this genre. His richness 
of orchestration was evident 
even in this work. WTitten 
when he was a student. 
Outstanding 
was 
the 
beauty of the cello playing 
in the enchanting dream­ 
like section that preceded 
the brilliant dose. 


The real test of the or­ 
chestra’s caliber came in 
Ives's 
“Three Places in 
New England,” which end­ 
ed the first half of the pro­ 
gram. Each m u s i c i a n 
seemed to be following his 
own independent course in 
dense, assy metric passages 
of awesome rhythmic com­ 
plexity — such as the point 
in the middle section, “Put­ 
nam Camp,” inspired by a 
Fourth of July picnic, in 
which two bands are heard 
playing simultaneously. Yet 
Ozawa pulled it all together 
to 
create 
a 
meaningful 
though cacaphonous effect. 
Everything from sentimen­ 
tal popular tunes to rag­ 
time-like 
passages 
and 
square church hymns re­ 
quired versatility in execu­ 
tion. 
The concert opened with a 
smoothly'' flowing perform­ 
ance of the Mozart Sym­ 
phony No. 36 ( L i n z ) in C 
Major that ranges in tempo 
and mood from c o u r t 1 y 
grace to sparkling effer­ 
vescence.

Riles In 
Shakeup 
Of Office 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) -New 
state schools chief Wilson C. 
Riles yesterday announced the 
demotions and reassignments of 
six aides of former Superin­ 
tendent Max Rafferty. 
“I fee! it’s very Important to 
make these changes if we’re 
going to get some accountabili­ 
ty, direction and goal-setting,” 
Riles, who took office as state 
superintendent of public in­ 
struction Monday, told a news 
conference. 
Riles said his administration 
would work with the legislature 
and with Gov. Ronald Reagan 
and would pursue “a tpnm 
approach to solving the prob­ 
lems of education here in 
California rather than conflic- 
tive, divisive approaches.” 


INTERIM AIDES 
Riles also announced three 
interim appointments “to fill 
the directing and policy-making 
slots” in his own administra­ 
tion. He said he would appoint 
a special committee to assist 
him in “combing the country 
and recruiting” the best talent 
available for permanent jobs. 
He also appointed Greg 
Lipscomb, 28, a campaign aide, 
as his special assistant. 
“I’m reducing some of these 
men to the levels where 'they 
can be: competent in their 
jobs,” he said of 'the top 
Rafferty men being reassigned.. 
“If not, we will dismiss them.” 
The

being 
demoted 
were: 
—Everett T. Calvert, granted 
a four-year contract by the 
state Board of Education last 
year as deputy state superin­ 
tendent 
for 
administration. 
Riles said he would keep his 
title but be reassigned to “other 
duties that will not be in a 
policy-making capacity.” He 
said Calvert’s salary would be 
reduced from its present $29,000 
to “below $20,000.” Calvert’s 
new job could Include “some 
research duties,” Riles said.

year-old lobbyist reportedly 
close to the new Assembly 
Speaker, 
Bob Moretti, D- 
North Hollywood. 
The new lobbyist, to be 
paid $10,000 for the current 
legislative session, will be 
Jerry Desmond, an attor­ 
ney. His lobbying firm was 
formed last year after he 
served for four years as a 
lobbyist for the Pacific Te­ 
lephone and Telegraph Co. 
Both 
Desmond 
and 
an 
“old guard” lobbyist, Dan­ 
iel J. Creedon, were sug­ 
gested to the district board 
by its chief adm inistrative 
officer, 
D. 
J. 
Callaghan. 
Creedon is widely regarded 
as one of the most influen­ 
tial m en in the Capitol, but 
Calvo objected th at Creedon 
last year was linked with 
former Sen. Richard J. Dol- 
wig, R-Redwood City, in re­ 
ports of special favors that 
allegedly 
benefitted 
Dol- 


wig’s insurance business. 
Calvo said that Creedon’s 
record was “ not exactly lil- 
ly white in the past.” Cree­

Novato's Foretaste 
O f Transit Issues

The Golden G ate Bridge 
D istrict’s 
rapid 
transit 
plans, which could cost up 
to $1 billion, still are “ years 
ahead of us,” the district 
board’s new president de­ 
cía red last night. 
President Lowell Eding- 
ton of Napa, speaking at a 
Novato h e a r i n g on the 
plans, said they w ere or­ 
dered by the 1969 Legisla­ 
ture to “show what we can 
do.” 
But he said that the dis­ 
trict nevertheless will be 
able to “ keep pace with the 
dem and without getting too 
far in hock — and before you 
people have to face this great 
bonded indebtedness.” 
Ed.in.gton, who stressed, he 
was voicing his own opinion, 
said that existing district 
reserves, combined with ex­ 
pected f e d e r a l grants, 
should be able to finance a. 
joint bus and ferry system 
adequate to relieve conges­ 
tion for many years. 
The plans and their huge 
p rice tags were not intend­ 
ed to “ scare people,” he 
said. The plans anticipate a 
bond issue up to $277 mil- 
l i o n , an issue that would 
require two-thirds voter ap­ 
proval. 
Edington did not offer an 
estim ate of how many years 
it may be, however, before 
full rapid transit will be 
needed. The cost estimates 
in the plans, draw n by the 
district’s 
consultants, 
as­ 
sumed it would take five 
years to arrange financing 
and five years to build a 
system . It would, be com­ 
pleted by 1980 under the 
consultants’ plans. 
The plans, under the edict 
of 
the 
1969 
Legislature, 
m ust be presented to the 
1971 'Legislature .in April. 
The district’s bonds will be 
retired this year, and the 
plans must also include a 
suggestion on how to dis­ 
solve the district in event 
this is sought by the Legis­ 
lature. 
The plans proposed five 
alternative transit systems, 
ranging from “ fixed guide­ 
w ay ” — 'perhaps a. rail sys­ 
tem —to b u s e s on an 
exclusive right-of-way from

BART’s cars 
were too heavy, he said. 
Mac Dona Id, who said, he

traffic.

MacDonald also said th a t

He proposed instead that

com m uters riding alone ac­ 
ross the bridge be charged 
a $25 toll. 
Shields, 
however, 
noted 
that past p r o p o s a l s to 
charge tolls on the basis of 
the num ber of persons in a 
car always foundered on the 
problem of taking the time 
to make the head count. 
Such a system would back 
up traffic severely, Shields 
said. 
As for the impact of tran­ 
sit on population growth, 
said bridge consultant John 
Torrey, V growth 'will occur 
regardless of tran sit.” 
Philip K. Buskirk of Tibu­ 
rón, a member of the citi­ 
zens 
panel 
advising 
the 
district on the plans, added 
that the cost of doing w ith­ 
out transit also would ap­ 
proach $1 billion — just for 
new freeways. Without tran­ 
sit, he said, Highway 101 
would have to be widened to 
18 l a n e s , eating up 1,000 
acres for new rights-of-way.

It's Been Dark Year 
Bright One, Too 


It has been a dark year. 
One year ago today, most of the 
San Francisco Typographical Union 
members employed in the Indepen­ 
dent-Journal’s 
composing 
room 
threw up a picket line around the I- 
J Building instead of reporting for 
work. 
The strike started with violence 
to equipment. Before the night crew 
left in the early hours of Jan. 7, 
1970, someone sabotaged several 
pieces of the equipment with which 
the printers worked. 
It continued with other kinds of 
violence. 


ON ITS FIRST night, a bottle of 
paint was thrown through a window 
of the home of the mechanical su­ 
perintendent, and a newspaper de­ 
livery van was forced off the road. 
These incidents set the pattern. 
On St. Valentine's Day, a demon­ 
stration organized by the union 
turned into an assault in which 
virtually every window of the I-J 
Building was broken. The scene in 
downtown San Rafael was one to be 
long remembered with shame and 
disgust. 
Throughout the long year, adver­ 
tisers and subscribers have been 
threatened 
by 
telephone. 
Many 
store windows have been broken. 
Other business places have been 
stink-bombed. Goons have tried to 
halt deliveries of merchandise to I- 
J advertisers. Tires on automobiles 
of employees and suppliers have 
been slashed. Homes of several em­ 
ployees have been firebombed. 


THE 
SAN FRANCISCO Typo­ 
graphical Union has disavowed the 
violence. But it hired attorneys tc 
defend seven men arrested in the 
Valentine’s Day melee, a union 
member charged with firing a shot 
through a window of the I-J Build­ 
ing, three union members charged 
with breaking store windows. 
On July 4, Alan W. Daly, who had 
been in charge of converting I-J 
typesetting to computerized opera-

The two subsequently confessed and 
said they were h i r e d by Frank 
T h u r b e r , a member of the San 
Francisco Mailers Union, which is 
a Typographical Union subsidiary. 
When Daly died of his wounds, both 
youths and Thurber were charged 
with murder. The youths were sent­ 
enced to the California Youth Au­ 
thority; Thurber, convicted, to life 
imprisonment. 
Violence, coercion, intimidation. . 


BUT IT HAS BEEN a b r i g h t 
year. 
Despite the intimidation, despite 
the window breaking, Marin busi­ 
ness houses have continued to place 
their advertising where it would 
reach the most Marin readers. 
And despite the threats, readers 
have stayed with the I-J. Circula­ 
tion and advertising have declined 
but little. Thousands of Marinites 
have gone out of their way to show 
their support to advertisers who 
refused to be intimidated. 
Despite harassment, non-striking 
I-J employees — including the vast 
majority of all those who were on 
the job a year ago — have contin­ 
ued to endeavor to put out the best 
possible daily paper under difficul­ 
ties. 
And the I-J has never missed an 
issue. 
Repeatedly, 
the 
Typographical 
Union and the Teamsters Union, 
which joined its activities although 
not on strike, have been held in 
violation of court orders and of the 
National 
Labor . Relations 
Act. 
Where the facts have been present­ 
ed in court, the forces of intimida­ 
tion have been found in the wrong. 
Attempts 
by 
the 
Typographical 
Union to sustain charges against 
the I-J have been uniformly reject­ 
ed by the courts and the National 
Labor Relations Board. 
We hope there is not another such 
year — ever. But it has proved 
Marin will not be intimidated.

The story of the TFX figh­ 
ter p l a n e — the F-11I — 
may go down in history as a 
capsule summary of that 
era in the Pentagon, rough­ 
ly spanning the ‘60s, when 
the military budget went 
through the- roof and the 
wraps came off of weapons 
spending. After an eight- 
year investigation the Mc­ 
Clellan subcommittee has 
issued a report on what it 
calls the TFX “fiasco,’* and 
it contains all the elements 
that made this period, for 
the armed forces brass and 
their allies in defense in­ 
dustry, the golden age of the 
military-industrial 
c o m - 
olex. 
The TFX originated in a 
brilliant 
concept 
which 
might have revolutionized 
weapons procurement and 
saved a lot of money. It was 
to be a single all-purpose 
fighter which both the Navy 
and the Air Force could use. 
But the service bureaucra­ 
cies fought the idea fero­ 
ciously from the start. Each 
wanted its own weapons 
system, its own particular 
idiosyncrasies of hardware, 
its own procurement appar­ 
atus. As each demanded 
variations in what was to be 
a single design, costs began 
mounting and never leveled 
off.

Among the bills that slid 
quietly through Congress during 
the adjournment rush last week 
was one in which the lawma­ 
kers abdicated what little 
power they still had over the 
federal payroll. 
Henceforth the salaries of 
civil 
service 
workers 
and 
members of the armed forces 
will be fixed by administrative 
action within the executive 
branch of the government. 
The President will have the 
final say, as he does—at least 
theoretically—in all executive 
branch decisions. But he will 
have to rely on studies and 
recommendations 
made 
by 
federal employes. 
THUS A CRUCIAL role in 
the pay-setting process will 
be played by civil servants 
whose salaries will be af­ 
fected. 
The only guideline laid down 
by Congress is that federal pay 
scales should be “comparable 
with private enterprise pay 
rates for the same levels of 
work.” 
Observe 
that 
phraseology 
carefully. Not “for the same 
jobs,” because many federal 
jobs have no precise counter­ 
parts in private industry. The 
comparison is to be in terms of 
“levels of work”—a rather 
vague concept that leaves room 
for a good many subjective 
judgments. 
And under the new legisla­ 
tion, those subjective judg­ 
ments will be made by federal 
employes who have a personal 
stake in the resulting pay scale. 
There is provision for a 
committee of three persons, 
appointed by the President 
from private life, to review 
proposed wage boosts and to 
advise the President whether 
they seem fair and reasonable. 
But Congress itself normally

will have no part in the 
process. The President will 
simply proclaim new wage 
scales and they’ll go into effect 
automatically everv Oct. 1. 
THE NEW SYSTEM will 
take effect in 1972. In the 
meantime, the bill allows 
for an interim pay boost of 
about 6 per cent, retroactive 
to Jan. 1, for 4 million civi­ 
lian and military personnel. 
This will cost $2.2 billion and 
will boost the federal payroll to 
$53 billion a year. 
The average civil service 
worker will get an increase of 
about $584 a year, wMch will 
bring his annual pay to $10,311. 
There was a time, some 
years back, when government 
worjers were clearly under­ 
paid. But 10 across-the-board 
raises in the past 10 years have 
made federal service one of the 
better-paid occupations in 
America. 
For example, Civil Service 
grade 11, which includes office 
managers, accounts and compu­ 
ter programmers, now com­ 
mands, a top salary of $15,478. 
The top salary (paid automati­ 
cally for those with sufficient 
time in service) is $18,449 in 
grade 12, $21,791 in grade 13, 
$25,538 in grade 14, $29,752 in 
grade 15, $33,627 in grade 16, 
$34,810 in grade 17, and $35,505 
in grade 18. 
And that’s before the pending 
6 per cent increase takes effect 
If the new law results in * 
additional wage boosts every 
Oct. 1, as it is widely expected 
to 
do, 
working 
for 
the 
government may become one of 
the most financially rewarding 
careers that a person can 
pursue. Moreover, fedei*. em­ 
ployes also have a high degree 
of job security, one of the best 
retirement programs in exis­ 
tence, and a good many other 
fringe benefits.

Both Good And Bad 
News For Snorers 


LONDON (UPI) '-—When is 
one deaf ear a blessing? When 
the 
other partner 
in the 
marriage snores, says Dr. I. G. 
Robin, a. consulting surgeon to 
three British hospitals. 
Dr. Robin took a look at what 
he calls “The .Serious 'Problem 
of Snoring” in an article in the 
Medical News-Tribune and 
there is both bad and good 
news in it for a,E those who do 
not live alone. 
“In my opinion,” he wrote, 
“50 'per cent of snorers can be 
cured, 30 per cent can be 
helped by palliative measures.” 
“But,” he added, “20 per cent 
seem hopelessly incurable at 
the present time.” 
It is, said Dr. Robin, a 
Raffling 'Condition. The com-- 
monest cause is nasal obstruc­ 
tion yet many persons with 
marked nasal obstruction do 
not snore at all. And not all 
snorers snore all the time. 
Sleeping with the mouth open 
is supposed to cause snoring. 
But many people asleep with 


their mouths open do not snore 
at all. Old people are supposed 
to snore most. Yet, said Dr. 
Robin, “I went to two large 
geriatric wards thinking I could 
study snores en masse. There 
were many persons flat out 
with wide open mouths and not 
a sound to be heard.” 


Can anything be done? 


“In adults three conditions 
are the commonest—often tiro 
or even three being present. 
They are allergy, deflected 
nasal septum and collapsed 
alae nasi (sinus). I am sure 
allergic factors should be 
investigated

snores,” Dr. Robin said.

Anniversary Of ITU Strike At I-J 


The printers* strike against 
the 
Independent-Joumal 
— 
most violent labor dispute in. 
Marin history — entered its 
second year today. 
The walkout, which began 
Jan. 7, 1970, has had far-reach­ 
ing effects. It has spread from 
the sidewalks around the news­ 
paper plant into homes and bu­ 
sinesses. 
Violence, though disavowed 
by striking San Francisco Ty­ 
pographical Union 21, has been 
widespread. Advertisers’ busi­ 
nesses have been attacked. The 
homes' oí I-J employees re­ 
maining on the job were the 
targets of arsonists. An I-J em­ 
ployee was slain, and a mem­ 
ber of San Francisco Mailers 
Union 18 — an affiliate of the 
typographical 
union — has 
been sentenced to hfe in prison 
for his part in the crime. 
The s t r i k e came after a 
breakdown in contract talks 
which centered around four 
main issues: 
1. Reproduction or '“bogus”1 
—- the practice of setting into 
type and then throwing away 
material which already has 
been published. 


2. Discharge procedures 
the union’s demand that ap­ 
peals by discharged employees 
be adjudicated by the union 
alone. 
3. Grievance procedures — 
the right of the management to 
direct work pending settlement 
of a grievance. 
4. Foreman’s 
membership 
in the union — the union’s de­ 
mand that the composing room 
foreman fall under union disci­ 
plinary powers. 
• None of the issues has been 


fully 
resolved. 
Negotiations 
have been futile, and strike 
m a t t e r s have wound up in 
courts.. 
About 45 printers struck the 
morning of Jan. 7, and other 
union employees —- though not 
all — stayed out in sympathy. 
The night before, I-J typeset­ 
ting equipment and delivery 
trucks were sabotaged. When 
other employees tried to enter 
the plant after picket lines went 
up, they were harrassed and, 
on several occasions, jostled 
and assaulted. 
That marked the start of a 
year of strike-connected viol­ 
ence which has spread from 
Marin to as far away as Santa 
Clara County. I-J advertisers 
from San Francisco to Santa 
Rosa have reported attacks by 
window-smashing 
vandals, 
much of the damage coming 
after warnings to stop doing 
business with the paper. 
In San Jose, a large ware­ 
house, source of newsprint for 
the I-J and other Northern Cali­ 
fornia newspapers, was des­ 
troyed by a blaze set by an 
arsonist, causing $500,000 dam­ 
age. 
In Marin, property damage 
suffered by the I-J, its employ­ 
ees and 
advertisers at the 
hands of vandals has run into 
the tens of thousands of dollars. 
More than 20 p e r s o n s — 
many of them typographical 
union members — have been 
charged 
with 
strike-related 
crimes. 
Several prolabor rallies have 
been held. One, on Valentine’s 
Day outside the I-J, resulted in 
window damage and other van- 
d a 1 i s m to the plant and the 
arrest of 12 persons and inju­ 


ries to 14 others, including sev­ 
eral policemen who tried to 
clear a dense crowd of chanting 
pickets away from the plant. 
Of the 12 arrested, seven 
went on trial in Solano County 
Superior 
Court 
on 
charges 
ranging from assault on a pol­ 
ice officer to participating in a 
riot. A jury in the trial was still 
deliberating today. 
The others arrested that day 
are awaiting trial in Vallejo 
Municipal Court. 
Daly, a systems design ana­ 
lyst with the I-J, died of gun­ 
shot wounds suffered when two 
armed youths burst into his 
home on July 4. The Mailers’ 
Union member, Frank J. Thur- 
ber, was convicted by a San 
Francisco jury of first degree 
murder, conspiracy and first 
degree burglary and robbery in 
connection with the slaying. 
The 
prosecution contended 
Thurber hired the twro youths, 
who earlier admitted entering 
the Daly home and were sent­ 
enced ■ to long-term commit­ 
ment with the California Youth 
Authority. They are Richard A. 
Wamsley and Larry G. Ruther­ 
ford, both 17, and, like Thurber, 
from San Bruno. 
Pending also in Solano Coun­ 
ty is the trial of three printers 
arrested in Strawberry in June 


I 


on suspicion of conspiracy to 
break windows of businesses 
which advertise in the I-J. Also 
pending in that county is the 
trial of Henry A. Stacy of San 
Francisco, arrested in June for 
a l l e g e d l y firing a bullet 
through an I-J window. 
Another rally staged was on 
July 25, when farm w o r k e r 
1 e a d e r Ce sar Chavez led a 
peaceful parade of about 1,200 
union members and their sup­ 
porters from San Anselmo to 
San Rafael. Ch a vez, as typo­ 
graphical union leaders have 
throughout, called for economic 
boycott of advertisers. 
Last month, four unions and 
several of their officials were, 
found guilty of criminal and 
civil contempt of a federal 
court injunction prohibiting se­ 
condary boycott a c t i v i t y 
against advertisers. The con­ 
tempt action, filed by attorneys 
for the National Labor Rela­ 
tions Board, stemmed from hit- 
and-run picketing in Novem­ 
ber.

San Diego 
Mayor Is 
Cleared 


SAN DIEGO, Calif. (U PI)— 
Mayor Frank Curran took a 
felt-tipped pen and scraw led 
“not for rent” on a poster on 
the door of his office. 
Amid hugs, kisses and shrieks 
Wednesday by secretaries and 
stenographers, Curran returned 
to 
his 
office after 
being 
acquitted by a Superior Court 
jury on charges of bribery and 
conspiracy. 
The former president of the 
National League of Cities 
characterized the trial as a 
“disservice” 
here 
and 
in 
Southern California and said he 
thought it would discourage 
qualified persons from seeking 
office at the risk of exposure 
such as he faced. 
But he added, “I don’t think 
it’s hurt me one iota.” 
A nine-m an, three-woman 
jury 
returned 
the 
innocent 
verdict 
after 
it deliberated 
nearly nine hours. It was the 
first in the cases of eight public 
officials and a campaign work­ 
er accused of various counts of 
bribery and conspiracy. Specif­ 
ically, they were accused of 
accepting money for their sup­ 
port in approving taxi fare in­ 
creases in 1967. 
Charles Pratt, former pres­ 
ident of San Diego Yellow Cab 
Co., testified he gave Curran 
$3,500 to help get the cab fare 
increases passed in 1967. Pratt 
has been granted immunity for 
his testimony. 
Curran testified he accepted 
the money but no offer was 
made and the donations were 
recorded among his campaign 
contributions. 
Curran said after the trial it 
now 
would 
be 
harder 
for 
candidates to get contributions. 
He said that according to the 
prosecutor, nobody could offer 
any help to a candidate without 
being in violation of the law. 
Curran’s trial began Dec. 7. 
Two other 
officials, 
former 
state assemblyman Tom Horn 
and councilman Mike Schaefer 
are on trial on similar charges. 
The others are scheduled to go 
on trial in the near future.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) — A 
Reagan Administration report 
charges that antipoverty law­ 
yers tried to arrange a meeting 
in prison between Angela Davis 
and the convict brother of a 
youth killed in the Marin Coun­ 
ty Hall of Justice shoot-out. 
The charge came in a 283- 
page 
report 
made 
public 
Wednesday. The administration 
called the report “documenta­ 
tion” supporting Gov. Ronald 
Reagan’s veto of a $1.8 million 
federal grant to the California 
Rural 
Legal 
Assistance 
(CRIA). 
The CRLA said it had no 
knowledge 
of 
the 
alleged 
meeting plans. It accused the 
administration of using "Mc- 
Carthy-style” tactics. 
The report also implied the 
CRLA attorneys 
“ involved 
them selves” in the “ Soledad 
Seven” case arising from the 
slaying a year ago of a prison 
guard at Soledad Prison. 
The report, prepared by the 
governor’s antipoverty 
chief, 
Lewis K. Uhler, a former John 
Birch Society member, was 
presented to the Nixon Admi­ 
nistration’s antipoverty officials 
in Washington. 
It said “prior to the court 
house incident, attorney Faye 
Slender and CRLA attorneys 
interceded at Soledad in an 
attempt to arrange a visit for 
Angela Davis to meet with the 
older Jackson brother. 
“Since 
these 
cases 
are 
currently awaiting trial, further 
comment would not be in order 
at this time,” the report added. 
Mrs. Stender is the attorney 
for George Jackson, a Soledad 
convict charged with slaying a 
guard. Jackson’s brother, Jon- 
a t h a n , 17, was killed in the 
courthouse shootout at San Ra­ 
fael last summer in which four 
persons were slain. 
Miss Davis is accused of 
murder for allegedly providing 
guns 
used in the 
escape 
attempt by two convicts. 
“I don’t know anything about 
that,” - said 
Martin 
Glick, 
director of litigation for CRLA 
and the organization’s second 
man in command. 
Glick charged Reagan was 
“attempting to justify the veto 
by trying to link us with Angela 
Davis and other people that are 
unpopular with the public.” 
“We have no cases involving 
the Soledad brothers or any 
cases 
involving the 
murder 
disputes in Soledad prison,” he 
said. “ It is a clear case of 
trying in McCarthy-style to* 
provide guilt by association.” 
He said “we rarely handle 
cases out of prisons” and said 
the federally financed legal aid 
group 
is 
prohibited 
from 
handling criminal cases. 
Reagan said three of the 
accused convicts “have been 
visited by either CRLA staff 
attorneys 
or 
CRLA 
staff 
members for conferences.” The 
documentation 
did 
not 
say 
whether the attorneys ap­ 
proached the defendants as 
private lawyers. 


When the governor announced 
his 
veto, 
he 
said 
CRLA 
attorneys were not properly 
serving 
the 
poor 
and 
had 
violated 
federal 
regulations 
which state that antipoverty 
lawyers cannot act in criminal 
cases. 
Reagan said he 
had do­ 
cuments showing that a CRLA 
attorney “subtly threatened an 
inmate at Soledad and suggest­ 
ed that the inmate, at best, 
•suppress 
evidence, 
and, 
at 
worst, commit perjury in the 
Soul Brothers murder case.” 
He said he had testimony by 
the directing legal secretary 
and office manager of CRLA’s 
Salinas office from Sept., 1966, 
to June 1969 on the Soledad 
case. 
The woman, according to the 
governor, stated: 
“Cases were accepted for 
clients charged with criminal 
offenses . . . many conscien­ 
tious objector cases to avoid 
.the draft were accepted and 
defended by (CRLA attorney 
Mr. Daniels) in federal courts. 
“ Mr. Daniels was involved 
with the inmates at Soledad 
prison in the preparation of 
cases to be presented in court 
by the inmates seeking writs, 
new trials and so forth.” 
The report also cited these 
examples as other violations of 
federal regulations by the 
CRLA: 
— A 
newspaper 
called 
“People’s Paper” 
was pub­ 
lished in the Marysville office 
of CRLA and listed CRLA. at­ 
torney Peter Haberfield as a 
contributing writer-editor. It 
said one article called the U.S. 
attorney general “ Pig Mitch­ 
ell” and urged Negroes to arm 
themselves. 
—The CRLA "has acted as 
attorney for entrepreneurs who 
staged a rock festival in El 
Centro Dec. 15, 1970, at Buek- 
land Park.” 
—Monroe C arter Taylor, a 
member of the CRLA advisory 
board in Modesto, said he was 
told by Assembly candidate 
Malcovio Lopez that the CRLA 
had contributed to his cam­ 
paign and had printed cam ­ 
paign brochures and bumper 
stickers for him free of charge.

Drops In '70 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -The 
nation’s highway death toll for 
1970 dropped sharply, indicating 
the government’s auto safety 
standards are 'beginning to pay 
dividends in human lives, 
traffic experts said today. 
A preliminary survey by the

Bureau indicates 55,300 persons 
died in traffic accidents in 1970, 
a decline of 1,1.00 from. 1:969. 
The decline was the first 
since 1967, the year the 
government’s initial safety 
standards took effect. Between 
1967 and 1969 the death toll 
increased at an average of 2 
per cent a year —but 'this 
compared with, an average of

Allen Takes On Task Of Making Redskins Winners 


WASHINGTON (DPI) 
— 
George Allen, fired as a winner 
in Los Angeles, took on the task 
today of making winners out of 
the Washington Redskins who 
have been losers in every pro 
football season except one since 
1955. 
Allen was signed as head 
coach and general manager 
Wednesday only minutes after 
Redskin President, Edward Ben­ 
nett Williams announced the 


dismissal of Rill Austin who 
had been given the coaching 
post after the death of Vince 
Lombardi last September. 
Exactly one week before, the 
48-year-old Allen had been fired 
by Los Angeles Ram owner 
Dan Reeves despite his five- 
year record of 49-17-4. Allen 
and Reeves did not gel along. 
After flying in from the West 
Coast for a Washington news 
conference, the new Redskin 


coach declared his goal: “ I 
plan to win in 1971.” 
He stopped short, of predict­ 
ing he would p r o d u c e a 
championship team next sea­ 
son. 
‘‘To say that we will win the 
whole ball of wax would be 
presumptuous,” Allen told a 
questioner. 
“But 
when 
you 
come in the dressing room 
after the games next year, you 
will be proud of the Redskins 


and they will be proud of 
themselves.” 
He said he hoped to meet, 
before returning to Los Angeles 
later tod,ay, with Washington's 
aging star quarterback Sonny 
Jurgen sen and other Redskin 
players in the area. 
His first major task, he said, 
will 
be 
to 
strengthen 
the 
Redskins defensively. “The big 
thing —the No. 1 goal —is to 
improve the defense,” Allen 


explained. “You can't win a 
championship —even with a 
quarterback like Jurgenaen — 
without a great defense.” 
Nor was he going to be 
patient about building a winner 
in the nation’s capital. “I've 
never believed in long-range 
planning,” the new 
Redskin 
football boss commented. “If 
the opportunity comes to get a 
needed player through a trade, 
we’ll trade,” 


On the other hand, he was 
pleased that the Redskins this 
year' will have 'their first round 
draft choice for the fust time 
since 1967. 
When he took over a losing 
Los Angeles club in 1966 as a 
first-time pro head coach, Allen 
traded shrewdly and drafted 
smartly to convert the Rams 
into a championship contender 
almost immediately. 
He stressed defense —a field 


in which he won his reputation 
as an assistant to the Chicago 
Rears under George Halas. The 
I os Angeles “Fearsome Four­ 
some” anchored on Dave Jones, 
Merlin Olsen and Roger Brown 
featured 
the 
Rams rise 
to' 
powerhouse caliber. 
However, his Los Angeles 
teams 
never 
won 
a 
pro 
championship despite their win­ 
ning ways. They were NFL 
conference leaders in 1967 and 


1969 but were knocked off in 
playoffs. ** 
In his new job, Alien becomes 
the fourth Washington head 
coach in less than 'two years, 
lombardi replaced Otto Gra­ 
ham on Feb. 6,1969, and turned 
out a winning team with a 7-5-2 
record but was stricken with 
cancer and died last Septem­ 
ber.

He issued 
a “trade-me-or-play-me” ul­ 
timatum.

He is a clean 
cut fellow whose wife, Nan­ 
cy, will present him with 
their first born in spring. 
He is acting like any expec­ 
tant f a t h e r , happy and 
slightly dazed. 
W H A T WAS not made 
clear to Lanier at the time 
the Giants were trying to 
d e a l with him was that 
neither Horace Stoneham 
nor Charlie Fox ever in­ 
tended giving him away. 
Stoneham is not a stupid 
bail club o w n e r and Fox 
proved he is a pretty sharp 
manager after taking over 
from C l y d e King as the 
Giants’ field boss last May. 
Fox never downgraded 
Lanier’s glove ability but 
Fox w'ould have been any­ 
thing other than realistic if 
he did not objectively eval­ 
uate Lanier’s foot speed for 
ground balls zipping up the 
middle. To his right Lanier 
is super and his trowing 
arm from the deep hole is 
superb. 
LANIER’S 
BATTING 
problems are not made eas­ 
ier by batting No. 8 in front 
of the pitcher. He seldom 
gets good pitches to hit. 
Enemy mounds men don’t 
have to give him anything 
fat because they aren’t wor­ 
ried about the next man up,

If the race begins 
at noon and you’re number 
is 18, 17 r a c e r s will go 
ahead of you and then it’s 
your turn. Y o u ’ ll get a 
countdown and away you 
go.Results are electrically 
timed. Each area partici­ 
pating in the program will 


have a pace-setter who

Q. We h a v e lost our 
stock 
certificates. 
How 
can we replace them? — 
E. M. 
A. Your first step should 
be to write to the transfer 
agents for your stocks _ 
any broker can give you 
their names and addresses. 
In your letters you must 
give all pertinent informa­ 
tion about your certificates 
— their number and the 
name in which they are re­ 
gistered. 
You should request the 
t r a n s f e r agent to put a 
* Vs t o p * ’ on the missing 
shares. This would prevent 
transfer in case the shares 
t u r n e d up in the wrong 
hands. The transfer agent 
will then send you a form on 
which to make a formal re­ 
quest for new certificates. 
Customarily there is a 
six-month delay before new 
s h a r e s are issued in the 
hope that the certificates 
will be found. If they are 
not, you must post a bond 
covering the value of each 
certificate — a rather ex­ 
pensive proceeding. 
Your unfortunate predica­ 
ment points up the import­ 
ance of putting certificates 
in a safe-deposit box or fire­ 
proof safe as promptly as 
.possible after they are re­ 
ceived. 


Q. I do not agree with 
jour ideas of diversifica­ 
tion in investments. I be­ 
lieve it is only an excuse 
for poor selection.

A. I have only one view

To pro­ 
tect yourself against irre­

loss, 
you

either avoid stocks com­ 
pletely or diversify your 
holdings. 
Most investors, of course, 
diversify. I recommend that 
you consider it, too. Diver­ 
sification is no “excuse” 
but rather a form of insur­ 
ance against large losses in 
any individual situation.

Halt Of Legal Opium 
Imports Asked By Panel 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
- 
Government officials once con­ 
sidered a $5 million yearly 
outlay to buy the entire Turkish 
opium crop, but rejected the 
idea for fear it would stimulate 
opium 
production 
in 
other 
countries, 
according 
to 
the 
House Crime Committee. 


Turkish opium is the source 
of an estimated 80 per cent of 
illicit heroin distribution in the 
United States. Turkey is one of 
12 nations where opium may be 
grown legally. 


The United States imports 
nearly 300,000 pounds of opium 
each year to make morphine 
and other pain-killing deriva­ 
tives. The committee recom­ 
mended, however, that all legal 
opium imports be stopped be! 
cause 
synthetic 
painkillers, 
have been developed that could 
take the place of opium deriva­ 
tives. 
The committee also recom- 


mended 'Turkish farmers be 
given subsidies to turn to other 
crops and that satellites moni­ 
tor opium growing areas. 
Concerning 
the proposed 
purchasing of the opium crop, 
the committee said the plan put 
forth by “responsible” govern­ 
ment officials was rejected 
“ after substantial consultation” 
with the State Department, the 
Federal Bureau of Narcotics 
and Drug Control, and the 
United Nations. 
The committee agreed with 
the final decision that such 
purchases 
would 
“stimulate 
rather than stifle world opium 
production. 
“If the world community 
thought that our government 
was in the opium purchasing 
business, then we can foresee 
nonproducing nations (with the 
proper soil and climatic condi­ 
tions) going into opium cultivat­ 
ing business,” the committee 
said. 


New DDT Ban 
WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
-A 
new government crackdown on 
DDT is expected within a few 
weeks. But it probably will fall 
short of the complete, across- 
the-board ban demanded by 
environmentalists, government 
sources predicted today. 
The new action, sources said, 
is expected to be a cancellation 
of federal registrations of DDT 
for a number of specific uses 
on crops —including cotton, 
citrus fruits and a number of 
vegetables. 
The action, which sources 
said is due during January — 
possibly by mid-month —will 
come from the new Environ­ 
m ental 
Protection 
Agency 
(EPA). It will be the third 
m ajor step since the White 
House announced in November, 
1969, its intention to cancel all 
“nonessential” uses of DDT by 
Dec. 31, 1970.

Signs Aid Bill

Also included are $150 million 
for South Korea, $30 million for 
Jordan, $13 million for Indone­ 
sia, $5 million for I^banon, $65 
million for South Vietnam and 
$17 million to compensate for 
shortages in previous years’ 
programs.

had advised against any 
large building program on 
that hillcrest site because of 
the hilly terrain and rock 
base that would make con­ 
struction costly and diffi­ 
cult. the meeting was told.

Hillcrest board president

Quantas's plan is superior 


to Hillcrest’s and the rival 
facility could provide better 
medical facilities at less 
cost, the board would sup­ 
port it and make planning 
information 
available 
to 
them. 
He said, however, that 
Hillcrest 
began its long- 
range plan studies last Oc­ 
tober, months before the 
Q u a n t a s plans became 
known. 
Final approval for hospi­ 
tal plans lies with the Bay 
Area Comprehensive Health 
Facilities Planning Council. 
Dr. William Ifeneks, pres­ 
ident of the Sonoma County 
Comprehensive 
Health 
Planning Association, said 
his group's policy has been 
to support one large medi­ 
cal facility for Southern 
Sonoma, rather than several 
small facilities. 
He said the association 
would officially review Hill­ 
crest’s plan next month. 
While he stopped short of 
assuring endorsement, Dr. 
Heneks said past applica­ 
tions for expansion funds 
have always received the 
association’s support. 
Any plan for a hospital in 
East Petaluma was soundly 
criticized by Rohnert Park 
representatives, who said 
they felt their city should be 
selected for the site. 
Developer Paul Golis and 
Councilman Arthur R. Rob­ 
erts questioned the planners 
population projections for 
Rohnert Park as being too 
low and said they should 
have a hospital of their 
own.

“ It was the general con­ 
sensus opinion that what the 
staff did not like was the 
visual mass of the building 
from Corte Madera Creek,” 
he said. 
However, he added, “ In 
all, looking at the lot again, 
we feel that this structure 
can 
be 
compatible.” 
He 
suggested 
indenting 
the 
building 
slightly 
at 
one 
point to eliminate the mass 
problem. 
Schultz 
agreed 
and so changed his artists's 
rendition of the building. 
The council action came 
only three months after it 
had denied a commission 
request for a moratorium 
on creek building to allow 
time to work out criteria for 
creek development. 
Lee’s 
comment on the 
tunnel effect, a phenomenon 
disputed by Schultz, related 
to a claim by conservation­ 
ists 
opposing 
an earlier 
building 
application 
that 
the apartments were creat­ 
ing a “ Chinese Wall” keep­ 
ing the p u b l i c from the 
creek. 
Schultz argued his plan 
would not harm the creek 
and “ in fact, our landscap­ 
ing will increase the natural 
amenities of the creek.”

hormone as “a great basic 
research breakthrough with 
possible applications ranging 
from the study of growth and 
development of human beings 
through the possible treatment 
of cancer and arteriosclerosis.” 
Its first beneficiaries will 
probably be the 10,000 to 50,000 
children suffering each year 
from hyper-pituitary dwarfism. 
They could grow to normal size 
with HGH treatment. 
Li, who has spent 32 years 
studying the pituitary gland its 
hormones, likened making HGH 
to building a highway. 
The hormone, which is made 
naturally in the pituitary, a 
pea-sized gland at the base of 
the brain, consists of 188 amino 
acids and is the most complex 
protein ever synthesized by 
man. 
“We had to put 188 amino 
acids together, one block at a 
time, then we had to build two 
bridges —a small one, like the 
Golden Gate bridge, and a 
large one, 
like the 
(San 
Franeisco-Oakland) 
Bay 
Bridge,” Li said. 
“We built the highway first — 
block by block. That took about 
two years. Then we spent two 
years on the bridges.” 
There was one difference — 
every time a mistake was 
made on the “highway,” Dr. Li 
and his colleague, Dr. Donald 
Yamashiro, had to start con­ 
structing it all over again. The 
“bridges” are essential chemi­ 
cal bonds connecting a pair of 
specific amino acids on the long 
“highway.” Without them, the 
hormone doesn’t function. 
Li and his team first isolated 
and purified HGH, one of 100 
hormones made by the pituita­ 
ry, in 1956. They determined its 
structure a decade later. 
In 1961, they started using 
HGH taken from dead bodies to 
treat undersized children suf­ 
fering from one form of 
dwarfism. With steady medica­ 
tion over a period of several 
years, the youngsters grew to 
normal size. 
However, an inadequate sup­ 
ply of HGH from cadavers 
limits the treatment to about 
1.000 children a year in the 
United 
States. 
Pediatricians 
. estimated another 
10,000 to 
50.000 youngsters are being 
condemned to permanent dwar­ 
fism because of the supply 
shortage.

REID KIMBALL 
Memorial service for Reid 
Kimball of Synanon’s Marshall 
facility will be tonight at the 
Synanon Santa Monica center 
he once headed. 
Kimball, 52, died Monday at 
a San Francisco hospital after 
suffering from a heart condi­ 
tion for several yeais. 
A reformed heroin addict and 
gangster, he rose to a top posi­ 
tion in the ranks of the organi­ 
zation dedicated to reforming 
addicts and to forging a new 
life style. 
Born in L o g a n , Utah, he 
moved to Santa Monica as a 
child and became an addict as 
a young man. He was also a 
gambler and hoodlum operat­ 
ing in San Francisco and Los 
Angeles, according to Charles 
Dederich, founder of Synanon. 
“He was quite a roller, clo­ 
sest thing to a gangster that the 
West Coast had at that time,” 
Dederich said. 
The head of Synanon told of a 
time when Kimball was arrest­ 
ed in Santa Maria with $35,000 
or $40,000 in his pocket. Police, 
unwilling to be responsible for 
it, locked the cash in the cell 
with him. 
Kimball never served time in 
prison. 
In 1959, in failing health and 
down in his luck, he joined the 
year-old Synanon. He kicked 
the drug habit after 20 years. 
He was a Synanon director 
from 1962 to 1967 and was head 
of the San Diego branch in 1965 
and the Santa Monica facility, 
the group’s largest, in 1966 and 
1967. 
He was in Marin in August of 
1964 when Synanon opened its 
Marshall facility, but returned 
to Southern California until a 
year and a half ago. 
Surviving are his wife, Ron- 
na of Marshall and two sisters 
living in Santa Monica. 
His great-grandfather, Heber 
C. Kimball, was the first presi­ 
dent of the mormon Church af­ 
ter Brigham Young.

“ In the prevention of use lies 
the most appropriate answer,” 
Nejedly told a newsman who 
inquired 
why

ban 
is 
necessary. 
The lawmaker 
also 
said 
phosphates cause 
algae 
to 
proliferate in fresh water lakes. 
The algae extract oxygen from 
the water and clog fish gills, 
eventually suffocating them,“ 
he said. 
The freshman lawmaker, who 
for two years has led an 
unsuccessful attempt to com­ 
pletely ban DDT, estimated 6 
million pounds of phosphates 
seep into California’s under­ 
ground water supply annually 
from septic tanks and sewage 
treatment, plants. 
Nejedly, a member of the 
Sierra Club, when asked where 
housewives would find substi­ 
tutes to do the family laundry, 
replied: 
“What did grandmother do? 
She used a fat and lye combina­ 
tion soap that was biodegrada­ 
ble.” 
The legislator said manufac­ 
turers are capable of producing 
laundry soap without phos­ 
phates that has the same 
cleansing power. “If house­ 
wives understand what they 
•(detergents) are doing to the 
environment, they’d be for the 
ban,” he said. “Now they’re 
compelled to contribute to the- 
contamination.” 
The measure would ban the 
sale or use of any pre-soak 
product containing phosphates 
beginning Jan. 1, 1972 and 
would prohibit any phosphate 
soap as of Jan. 1, 1973.

“ Don’t slice raw carrots, raw 
beets, lemons, oranges, ripe or 
overripe tomatoes. Veg-o-Matic, 
is not intended to slice these 
foods.” 


The FTC said Telex hearing 
aids, contrary to their advertis­ 
ing, neither are new inventions 
nor have new mechanical or 
scientific principles, are not 
invisible when worn, and will 
not enable many people with 
hearing disabilities to consis­ 
tently distinguish sounds in 
group conversations or amid 
. background noise.

BANGKOK (U PI)-A general 
who 
already 
is

most 
politically powerful 
man 
in 
Thailand is a good bet to 
become the nation’s next prime 
minister. 
For a man who insists he is a 
soldier and not a politician, 
Deputy Prime Minister Prapass 
Charusathiara is remarkably 
adept at the science of polics. 
Prapass sounds like a soldier 
when he says, as he did again 
last week, that it has never 
been his intention to be the 
prime minister. 
He moved back into 
the 
politician’s 
stance 
when 
he 
followed that remark with this 
one: 
“ One 
human 
being, 
however, never knows what the 
future will hold for him.” 
Prime Minister Thanom Kitti- 
kachorn has indicated his 
intention to retire at the end of 
1971. 
There 
are 
other 
possible 
contenders for the top job, but 


few doubt that Prapass can 
have it if he wants it. 
For 
the 
record, 
Prapass 
stands firmly behind Thanom, 
whose daughter is married to 
Prapass’ son. 
There have been local press 
reports that Prapass has let it 
be 
known 
to 
all 
political 
factions in the country that he 
firmly supports Thanom. 
This message 
reportedly 
warned against any attempt to 
change the government through 
unconstitational means under 
the misconception that he 
himself 
might 
favor 
such 
efforts. 
So what appeared to be a 
pledge of support, leaked to the 
press, came a few days after 
Thanom 
had reshuffled 
his 
cabinet, bringing in Sen. Prasit 
Karnachanawat, long regarded 
as a close associate of Prapass. 
The appointment of Prasit, a 
member of the Liberal Party, 
as Deputy Minister for Econ­ 


omic Affairs, may have been 
aimed at bringing the Liberals 
closer to the ruling government 
party. 


In any case, it appeared to 
strengthen Prapass’ position as 
a possible successor to Than­ 
om. 
Some observers believe Pra­ 
pass prefers to wait and take 
over the job of prime minister 
in a peaceful transition rather 
than forcing a showdown which 
could be risky as well as 
disruptive. 
Prapass, who also commands 
the Thai army and heads the 
Interior Ministry, is the top 
contender, but some others are 
considered in the running. 
They include Prasert Ruchir- 
awongse, director general of 
police; 
Air Chief Marshal 
Dawee Chullsapya; Lt. Gen. 
Sawaeng Senanarong, a minis­ 
ter 
attached to 
die 
prime 
minister’s office; 
Gen. Kris 
Sri vara, deputy defense minis­ 
ter, 
and 
Deputy 
Foreign 
Minister Sanga Kittikachorn, 
younger brother of the prime 
minister. 
Thanom, beset with a host of 
governmental problems he has 
been unable to solve, appears to 


be operating on borrowed time. 
There is division in the ranks 
of the government as well as 
the 
ruling 
party, 
a 
long 
standing problem of insurgency 
within Thai borders and a 
serious economic slowdown. 
The snipers are beginning to 
undermine Thanom, a moderate 
man and a popular leader when 
times were good.

health examination survey of a 
representative sampling of the 
nation’s 24 million children be­ 
tween the age of 6 and 11. The 
results were compared with 
earlier studies of American 
children and with surveys con­ 
ducted by other countries. 
On a geographical basis, the 
survey showed that American 
boys and girls in the Midwest 
and Northeast tend to be taller 
and heavier than children in 
the South or the West. 
American Negro children, the 
findings revealed, tend to be 
taller, while white children are 
somewhat heavier. Boys of both 
races are essentially the same 
h e i g h t , but white boys are 
slightly heavier than Negro 
boys at each age. Negro girls 
are on the average taller than 
white girls but they weigh less 
until age 11. Then they become 
both taller and heavier than 
their white counterparts.

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MUSIC REVIEW 
Russian Shines 
With Symphony

Seiji Ozawa’s return to the 
podium and the San F ran­ 
cisco Symphony debut of 
the virtuoso Russian violin­ 
ist Igor Oistrakh were the 
m ajor points of interest in 
the orchestra’s concert last 
night at the Opera House. 
Still w e a r i n g a neck 
brace, the diminutive m aes­ 
tro conducted without his 
customary 
fiery 
exuber­ 
ance, using small but elo­ 
quent 
g e s t u r e s , b u t 
nevertheless still with plen­ 
ty of spirit and fine control 
of his musicians. 


High point of the evening 
was the magnificent play­ 
ing of Oistrakh in Lalo's 
“Symphonie 
Espagnole,” 
performed as the last num­ 
ber on the program . It was 
a rather extraordinary plac­ 
ing for a guest artist. In 
this case, however, it was 
logical since a program ge­ 
nerally builds to a climax, 
and Oistrakh’s performance 
certainly provided that. 


The 
40-year-old 
violinst 
does not have a robust tone, 
apparently 
preferring 
to 
concentrate all his energy 
in producing a flawless pur­ 
ity and richness of tone and 
perfection of technique at 
fantastic velocity 
without 
any evidence of effort or 
strain. His runs and trills 
were executed 
so lightly 
and at such lightning speed 
that one could barely see 
his fingers move. A fast vi­ 
brato resulted in a richness 
and warmth of tonal color 
that was almost vocal. 


City Work Plan 
For The Jobless 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI)-The 
Housing and Urban Develop­ 
ment Department (HUD) has 
worked out a $4 million pilot 
project to put 1,500 jobless 
space industry technicians and 
500 former servicemen to work 
m Model Cities projects. 
The plan, developed by HUD 
Assistant Secretary Floyd Hyde 
working with city and state 
officials, would recruit and give 
quick “orientation” courses to 
unemployed former aerospace 
workers and “Vietnam era” 
veterans who have 
either 
background in social sciences, 
managerial experience or mili­ 
tary training that would be of 
use in the federal program 
designed to rejuvenate urban 
neighborhoods now on the 
decline.

trolled the orchestral vol­ 
ume so that it would not be 
competitive with or over­ 
play the violin tone, and 
there was rem arkable rap­ 
port in the rhythmic feeling 
between Ozawa and Ois­ 
trakh. 


Of course, this is just the 
sort of romantic music in 
which the Russians excel. 
Preceding the Lalo work 
was another delightful one 
in the French romantic tra ­ 
dition. the Waverly Over­ 
ture by Berlioz, who was 
perhaps m aster of them all 
in this genre. His richness 
of orchestration was evident 
even in this work, written 
when he was a student. 
Outstanding 
was 
the 
beauty of the cello playing 
in the enchanting dream ­ 
like section that preceded 
the brilLiant close. 


The real test of the or­ 
chestra’s caliber came in 
Ives's 
“ Three 
Places 
in 
New* England,” w’hieh end­ 
ed the first half of the pro­ 
gram. Each m u s i c i a n 
seemed to be following his 
owm independent course in 
dense, assym etric passages 
of awesome rhythmic com­ 
plexity — such as the point 
in the middle section, “ Put­ 
nam Camp,” inspired by a 
Fourth of July picnic, in 
which two bands are heard 
playing simultaneously. Yet 
Ozawa pulled it all together 
to 
create 
a 
meaningful 
though cacaphonous effect. 
Everything from sentimen­ 
tal popular tunes to rag­ 
time-like 
passages 
and 
square church hymns re­ 
quired versatility in execu­ 
tion. 
The concert opened with a 
smoothly flowing perform ­ 
ance of the Mozart Sym­ 
phony No. 36 ( L i n z ) in C

SACRAMENTO (U PI) —New 
state schools chief Wilson C. 
Riles yesterday announced the 
demotions and reassignments of 
six aides of former Superin­ 
tendent Max Rafferty. 
“ I feel it’s very important to 
make these changes if we’re 
going to get some accountabili­ 
ty, direction and goal-setting,” 
Riles, who took office as state 
superintendent of public in­ 
struction Monday, told a news 
conference. 
Riles said his administration 
would work with the legislature 
and with Gov. Ronald Reagan 
and would pursue “a team 
approach to solving the prob­ 
lems of education here in 
California rather than conflic- 
tive, divisive approaches.” 


INTERIM AIDES 
Riles also announced three 
interim appointments ‘‘to fill 
the directing and policy-making 
slots” in his own administra­ 
tion. He said he would appoint 
a special committee to assist 
him in “ combing the country 
and recruiting” the best talent 
available for permanent jobs. 
He also appointed Greg 
Lipscomb, 28, a campaign aide, 
as his special assistant. 
“ I’m reducing some of these 
men to the levels where they 
can be competent in their 
jobs,” he said of the top 
Rafferty men being reassigned. 
“If not, we will dismiss them.” 
The men 
being 
demoted 
were: 
—Everett T. Calvert, granted) 
a four-year contract by the 
state Board of Education last 
year as deputy state superin­ 
tendent 
for 
administration. 
Riles said he would keep his 
title but be reassigned to “other 
duties that will not be in a 
policy-making capacity.” He 
said Calvert’s salary would be 
reduced from its present $29,000 
to “ below $20,000.” Calvert’s 
new job could include “ some 
research duties,” Riles said.

Novato's Foretaste 
Of Transit Issues

The Golden Gate Bridge 
District’s 
rapid 
transit 
plans, which could cost up 
to $1 billion, still are “years 
ahead of us,” the district 
board’s new president de­ 
clared last night. 
President Lowell Eding- 
ton of Napa, speaking at a 
Novato h e a r i n g on the 
plans, said they were or­ 
dered by the 1969 Legisla­ 
ture to “show what we can 
do.” 
But he said that the dis­ 
trict nevertheless will be 
able to “ keep pace with the 
demand without getting too 
far in hock — and before you 
people have to face this great 
bonded indebtedness.” 
Edington, who stressed he 
was voicing his own opinion, 
said that existing district 
reserves, combined with ex­ 
pected f e d e r a l grants, 
should be able to finance a 
joint bus and ferry system 
adequate to relieve conges­ 
tion for many years. 
The plans and their huge 
price tags were not intend­ 
ed to “scare people,” he 
said. The plans anticipate a 
bond issue up to $277 mil- 
l i o n , an issue that would 
require two-thirds voter ap­ 
proval. 
Edington did not offer an 
estimate of how many years 
it may be*, however, before 
full rapid transit will be 
needed. The cost estimates 
in the plans, drawn by the 
district’s 
consultants, 
as­ 
sumed it would take five 
years to arrange financing 
and five years to build a 
system. It would be com­ 
pleted by 1980 under the 
consultants’ plans. 
The plans, under the edict 
of

1969 
Legislature, 
must be presented to the 
1971 Legislature in April. 
The district’s bonds will be 
retired this year, and the 
plans must also include a 
suggestion on how to dis­ 
solve the district in event 
this is sought by the Legis­ 
lature.

It's Been Dark Year 
But Bright One, Too 


It has been a dark year. 
One year ago today, most of the 
San Francisco Typographical Union 
members employed in the Indepen- 
dent-Journal’s 
composing 
room 
threw up a picket line around the I- 
J Building instead of reporting for 
work. 
The strike started with violence 
to equipment. Before the night crew 
left in the early hours of Jan. 7, 
1970, someone sabotaged several 
pieces of the equipment with which 
the printers worked. 
It continued with other kinds of 
violence. 


ON ITS FIRST night, a bottle of 
paint was thrown through a window 
of the home of the mechanical su­ 
perintendent, and a newspaper de­ 
livery van was forced off the road. 
These incidents set the pattern. 
On St. Valentine's Day, a demon­ 
stration organized by the union 
turned into an assault in which 
virtually every window of the I-J 
Building was broken. The scene in 
downtown San Rafael was one to be 
long remembered with shame and 
disgust. 
Throughout the long year, adver­ 
tisers and subscribers have been 
threatened 
by 
telephone. 
Many 
store windows have been broken. 
Other business places have been 
stink-bombed. Goons have tried to 
halt deliveries of merchandise to I- 
J advertisers. Tires on automobiles 
of employees and suppliers have 
been slashed. Homes of several em­ 
ployees have been firebombed. 


THE 
SAN FRANCISCO Typo­ 
graphical Union has disavowed the 
violence. But it hired attorneys tc 
defend seven men arrested in the 
Valentine’s Day melee, a union 
member charged with firing a shot 
through a window of the I-J Build­ 
ing, three union members charged 
with breaking store windows. 
On July 4, Alan W. Daly, who had 
been in charge of converting I-J 
typesetting to computerized opera-

Despite the intimidation, despite 
the window breaking, Marin busi­ 
ness houses have continued to place 
their advertising where it would 
reach the most Marin readers. 
And despite the threats, readers 
have stayed with the I-J. Circula­ 
tion and advertising have declined 
but little. Thousands of Marinites 
have gone out of their way to show 
their support to advertisers who 
refused to be intimidated. 
Despite harassment, non-striking 
I-J employees — including the vast 
majority of all those who were on 
the job a year ago — have contin­ 
ued to endeavor to put out the best 
possible daily paper under difficul­ 
ties. 
And the I-J has never missed an 
issue. 
Repeatedly, 
the 
Typographical 
Union and the Teamsters Union, 
which joined its activities although 
not on strike, have been held in 
violation of court orders and of the 
National 
Labor 
Relations 
Act. 
Where the facts have been present­ 
ed in court, the forces of intimida­ 
tion have been found in the wrong. 
Attempts 
by 
the 
Typographical 
Union to sustain charges against 
the I-J have been uniformly reject­ 
ed by the courts and the National 
Labor Relations Board. 
We hope there is not another such 
year — ever. But it has proved 
Marin will not be intimidated.

Boeing’s 
design won the approval of 
most military experts, but 
in the end General Dynam­ 
ics, with all kinds of Texas 
influence behind it, won the 
contract on a higher bid.

service

will be fixed by administrative 
action within the executive 
branch of the government. 
The President will have the 
final say, as he does—at least 
theoretically—in all executive 
branch decisions. But he will 
have to rely on studies and 
recommendations 
made 
by 
federal employes. 
THUS A CRUCIAL role in 
the pay-setting process will 
be played by civil servants 
whose salaries will be af­ 
fected. 
The only guideline laid down 
by Congress is that federal pay 
scales should be “comparable 
with private enterprise pay 
rates for the same levels of 
work.” 
Observe 
that 
phraseology 
carefully. Not “for the same 
jobs,” because many federal 
jobs have no precise counter­ 
parts in private industry. The 
comparison is to be in terms of 
“levels of work”—a rather 
vague concept that leaves room 
for a good many subjective 
judgments. 
And under the new legisla­ 
tion, those subjective judg­ 
ments will be made by federal 
employes who have a personal 
stake in the resulting pay scale. 
There is provision for a 
committee of three persons, 
appointed by the President 
from private life, to review 
proposed wage boosts and to 
advise the President whether 
they seem fair and reasonable. 
But Congress itself normally

will have no part in the 
process. The President will 
simply proclaim new wage 
scales and they’ll go into effect 
automatically everv Oct. 1. 
THE NEW SYSTEM will 
take effect in 1972. In the 
meantime, the bill allows 
for an interim pay boost of 
about 6 per cent, retroactive 
to Jan. 1, for 4 million civi­ 
lian and military personnel. 
This will cost $2.2 billion and 
will boost the federal payroll to 
$53 billion a year. 
The average civil service 
worker will get an increase of 
about $584 a year, which will 
bring his annual pay to $10,311. 
There was a time, some 
years back, when government 
worjers were clearly under­ 
paid. But 10 across-the-board 
raises in the past 10 years have 
made federal service one of the 
better-paid occupations in 
America. 
For example, Civil Service 
grade 11, which includes office 
managers, accounts and compu­ 
ter programmers, now com­ 
mands. a top salary of $15,478. 
The top salary (paid automati­ 
cally for those with sufficient 
time in service) is $18,449 in 
grade 12, $21,791 in grade 13, 
$25,538 in grade 14, $29,752 in 
grade 15, $33,627 in grade 18, 
$34,810 in grade 17, and $35,505 
in grade 18. 
And that’s before the pending 
6 per cent increase takes effect 
If the new law results in 
additional wage boosts every 
Oct. 1, as it iswidely.expected

do,

News For Snorers 


LONDON (U PI)V—When is 
one deaf ear a blessing? When 
the other partner in the 
marriage snores, says Dr. I. G. 
Robin, a consulting surgeon to 
three British hospitals. 
Dr. Robin took a look at what 
he calls “The Serious Problem 
of Snoring” in an article in the 
Medical News-Tribune and 
there is both bad and good 
news in it for all those who do 
not live alone. 
“In my opinion,” he wrote, 
**50 per cent of snorers can be 
cured, 30 per cent can be 
helped by palliative measures.” 
“But,” he added, “20 per cent 
seem hopelessly incurable at 
the present time.” 
It is, said Dr. Robin, a 
Raffling condition. The com­ 
monest cause is nasal obstruc­ 
tion yet many persons with 
marked nasal obstruction do 
not snore at all. And not all 
snorers snore all the time. 
Sleeping with the mouth open 
is supposed to cause snoring. 
But many people asleep with 


their mouths open do not snore 
at all. Old people are supposed 
to snore most. Yet, said Dr. 
Robin, “I went to two large 
geriatric wards thinking I could 
study snores en masse. There 
were many persons flat out 
with wide open mouths and not 
a sound to be heard.” 


Can anything be done? 


” In adults three conditions 
are the commonest—often two 
or even three being present. 
They are allergy, deflected 
nasal septum and collapsed 
alae nasi (sinus). I am sure 
allergic factors should be 
investigated 
more 
often in 
snores,” Dr. Robin said. 


“I had one man who stopped 
snoring after omitting tomatoes 
from the diet; another’s prob­ 
lem was cheese. Hypertensive 
drugs and aspirin may occa­ 
sionally be cited. Two of my 
most grateful patients were 
men to whom the only advice 1 
gave was to lose two stone (28 
pounds) which they did.

Audie Murphy 
Is Cleared On 
Weapons Count 
LOS ANGELES (UPD-Audie 
Murphy, America’s most decor­ 
ated soldier of World War II, 
was cleared Tuesday in Super­ 
ior Court of charges he illegally 
possessed blackjacks. 
Murphy, 45, now a producer- 
actor, testified he was author­ 
ized to possess the weapons 
because he was a 
special 
officer with two law enforce­ 
ment agencies. 
Judge James Kolts granted a 
defense motion for dismissal. 
The charges stemmed from 
police allegations they found 
the weapons in Murphy’s house 
and car May 28 when he was 
arrested on assault and battery 
charges in connection the 
alleged beating 
of 
a 
dog 
trainer. He subsequently was 
acquitted of those charges. 


Convict Labor 
Ruling Given 


SAN FRANCISCO (U PI)- 
Convicts cannot be contracted 
to work for private employers 
for profit, the State Court of 
Appeal ruled Tuesday. 
Justice Norman 
Elkington 
said in a written opinion that 
such practices by the state are 
a burden on the free labor 
market. 
The court said part of the 
convicts’ wages are retained by 
the state and not credited to 
the 
convicts’ 
account. 
For 
example, the state deducted $5 
a day per man for “room and 
board” which was furnished by 
the Deuel Vocational Institution 
and the California Institution 
for men at Chino in Merced 
County where the men were 
hired to harvest figs. 


“Many of the youngsters had 
motivational difficulties,” she 
said.

“When I got here, the 
youngsters were warehoused in 
the cafeteria during lunch,” she 
said. Realizing that they needed 
a respite from classes^ parents 
as a starter were invited to 
conduct a wide range of lunch 
period activities, including 
sports, bridge lessons, fishing, 
camera and pet clubs. 
“The principal has to open 
the doors and want parents 
involved,” Mrs. Leong said. 
“For us, they supervise the 
(non-class) activities, but their 
main reason for giving up their 
time and coming is to show 
they care about the students 
and the school.” 
Each day 
a 
number of 
cooperating parents just walk 
around the grounds, getting to 
know the students. 
Mrs. Leong has found that 
most of the 1,350 seventh, 
eighth and ninth graders do 
participate in the activities 
offered. “But they don’t have 
to,” she said. “I realize that 
young people need time to be 
by themselves, too, just to 
think.” 
The school also instituted a 
program whereby students who 
were troublesome and openly 
manifested 
hostility 
were 
placed in classes with teachers 
trained to handle motivational 
difficulties. 
Instead of strict discipline, 
the staff has responded to these 
students with respect and 
gentle guidance. Good behavior 
is rewarded. For instance 
parents raised enough money 
by cooking and selling Ha­ 
waiian delicacies to send one 
special 
class 
to 
Hawaii’s 
Neighbor Islands. 
In the 1968-69 school year, 103 
students were suspended. The 
figure dropped to six the year 
after Mrs. Lecng became 
principal 
and 
the 
parent- 
participation program went into 
action. 
“There is a 
tenure 
of 
happiness here now,” the 
principal said. 
“Disciplinary 
problems are rare and the 
atmosphere of fear is gone.”

The printers’ strike against 
the 
Independent-Journal 
— 
most Violent labor dispute in 
Marin history — entered its 
second year today. 
The walkout, which began 
Jan. 7, 1970, has had far-reach­ 
ing effects. It has spread from 
the sidewalks around the news­ 
paper plant into homes and bu­ 
sinesses. 
Violence, though disavowed 
by striking San Francisco Ty­ 
pographical Union 21, has been 
widespread. Advertisers’ busi­ 
nesses have been attacked. The 
homes ot I-J employees re­ 
maining on the job were the 
targets of arsonists. An I-J em­ 
ployee was slain, and a mem­ 
ber of San Francisco Mailers 
Union 18 — an affiliate of the 
typographical 
union — has 
been sentenced to life in prison 
for his part in the crime. 
The s t r i k e came after a 
breakdown in contract talks 
which centered around four 
main issues: 
1. Reproduction or “bogus” 
—- the practice of setting into 
type and then throwing away 
material which already has 
been published. 


2. Discharge procedures — 
the union’s demand that ap­ 
peals by discharged employees 
be adjudicated by the union 
alone. 
3. Grievance procedures — 
the right of the management to 
direct work pending settlement 
of a grievance. 
4. Foreman’s 
membership 
in the union — the union’s de­ 
mand that the composing room 
foreman fall under union disci­ 
plinary powers. 
None of the issues has been 


fully 
resolved. 
Negotiations 
have been futile, and strike 
m a t t e r s have wound up in 
courts. 
About 45 printers struck the 
morning of Jan. 7, and other 
union employees •— though not 
all — stayed out in sympathy. 
The night before, I-J typeset­ 
ting equipment and delivery 
trucks were sabotaged. When 
other employees tried to enter 
the plant after picket lines went 
up, they were harrassed and, 
on several occasions, jostled 
and assaulted. 
That marked the start of a 
year of strike-connected viol­ 
ence which has spread from 
Marin to as far away as Santa 
Clara County. I-J advertisers 
from San Francisco to Santa 
Rosa have reported attacks by 
window-smashing 
vandals, 
much of the damage coming 
after warnings to stop doing 
business with the paper. 
In San Jose, a large ware­ 
house, source of newsprint for 
the I-J and other Northern Cali­ 
fornia newspapers, was des­ 
troyed by a blaze set by an 
arsonist, causing $500,000 dam­ 
age. 
In Marin, property damage 
suffered by the I-J, its employ­ 
ees and advertisers at the 
hands of vandals has run into 
the tens of thousands of dollars. 
More than 20 p e r s o n s — 
many of them typographical 
union members — have been 
charged 
with 
strike-related 
crimes. 
Several prolabor rallies have 
been held. One, on Valentine’s 
Day outside the I-J, resulted in 
window damage and other van- 
d a 1 i s m to the plant and the 
arrest of 12 persons and inju-

pending in that county is the 
trial of Henry A. Stacy of San 
Francisco, arrested in June for 
a l l e g e d l y firing a bullet 
through an I-J window. 
Another rally staged was on 
July 25, when farm w o r k e r 
1 e a d e r Ce sar Chavez led a 
peaceful parade of about 1,200 
union members and their sup­ 
porters from San Anselmo to 
San Rafael. Ch avez, as typo­ 
graphical union leaders have 
throughout, called for economic 
boycott of advertisers. 
Last month, four unions and 
several of their officials were, 
found guilty of criminal and 
civil contempt of a federal 
court injunction prohibiting se­ 
condary boycott a c t i v i t y 
against advertisers. The con­ 
tempt action, filed by attorneys 
for the National Labor Rela­ 
tions Board, stemmed from hit- 
and-run picketing in Novem­ 
ber.

(UPI)-The 
state plans to call for bids next 
week on the sale of its multi- 
miliion-dollar Sierra land hold­ 
ings at Squaw Valley, site of 
the 1960 Winter Olympics. 
Parks and Recreation De­ 
partm ent 
spokesman 
Dick 
Thompson said Wednesday that 
bids on the property will be 
received April 2. 
“What it amounts to is all the 
property the state has at Squaw 
Valley, including all the conces­ 
sion agreements,” Thompson 
said. He said 1,220 acres of land 
were involved, plus the Olympic 
Village complex, ski lifts and 
other improvements. 
Squaw Valley State Recrea­ 
tion Area now is shared with 
private operators. Cirtics say 
the state has lost $300,000 a 
year on it. 
The sale would be the second 
major 
property 
transaction 
announced by the Reagan 
administration in a matter of 
months. Last year it announced 
it was selling 230 acres next to 
the California Exposition in 
Sacramento. 
The 1967 Legislature author­

Valley, 
subject to legislative approval. 
The operation was delayed by 
complications including a land 
swap with the federal govern­ 
ment. The state received 1,200 
acres of U.S. Forest Service 
land at the ski lift area in trade 
for 7,000 
acres. in 
Plumas

San Diego 
Mayor Is 
Cleared 


SAN DIEGO, Calif. (U P I)- 
Mayor Frank Curran took a 
felt-tipped pen and scrawled 
“not for rent” on a poster on 
the door of his office. 
Amid hugs, kisses and shrieks 
Wednesday by secretaries and 
stenographers, Curran returned 
to 
his office after 
being 
acquitted by a Superior Court 
jury on charges of bribery and 
conspiracy. 
The former president of the 
National League of Cities 
characterized the trial as a 
“disservice” 
here 
and 
in 
Southern California and said he 
thought it would discourage 
qualified persons from seeking 
office at the risk of exposure 
such as he faced. 
But he added, “I don’t think 
it’s hurt me one iota.” 
A nine-man, three-woman 
jury 
returned 
the 
innocent 
verdict after 
it 
deliberated 
nearly nine hours. It was the 
first in the cases of eight public 
officials and a campaign work­ 
er accused of various counts of 
bribery and conspiracy. Specif­ 
ically, they were accused of 
accepting money for their sup­ 
port in approving taxi fare in­ 
creases in 1967. 
Charles Pratt, former pres­ 
ident of San Diego Yellow Cab 
Co., testified he gave Curran 
$3,500 to help get the cab fare 
increases passed in 1967. Pratt 
has been granted immunity for 
his testimony. 
Curran testified he accepted 
the money but no offer was 
made and the donations were 
recorded among his campaign 
contributions. 
Curran said after the trial it 
now 
would 
be 
harder 
for 
candidates to get contributions. 
He said that according to the 
prosecutor, nobody could offer 
any help to a candidate without 
being in violation of the law. 
Curran’s trial began Dec. 7. 
Two other officials, 
former 
state assemblyman Tom Horn 
and councilman Mike Schaefer 
are on trial on similar charges. 
The others are scheduled to go 
on trial in the near future.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
Reagan Administration report 
charges that antipoverty law­ 
yers tried to arrange a meeting 
in prison between Angela Davis 
and the convict brother of a 
youth killed in the Marin Coun­ 
ty Hall of Justice shoot-out. 
The charge came in a 283- 
page 
report 
made 
public 
Wednesday. The administration 
called the report “documenta­ 
tion” supporting Gov. Ronald 
Reagan’s veto of a $1.8 million 
federal grant to the California 
Rural 
Legal 
Assistance 
(CRLA). 
The CRLA said it had no 
knowledge 
of 
the 
alleged 
meeting plans. It accused the 
administration of using “Mc- 
Carthy-style” tactics. 
The report also implied the 
CRLA attorneys 
“ involved 
themselves” in the “ Soledad 
Seven” case arising from the 
slaying a year ago of a prison 
guard at Soledad Prison. 
The report, prepared by the 
governor’s antipoverty chief, 
Lewis K. Uhler, a former John 
Birch Society member, was 
presented to the Nixon Admi­ 
nistration’s antipoverty officials 
in Washington. 
It said “prior to the court 
house incident, attorney Faye 
Stender and CRLA attorneys 
interceded at Soledad in an 
attempt to arrange a visit for 
Angela Davis to meet with the 
older Jackson brother. 
“Since 
these 
cases 
are 
currently awaiting trial, further 
comment would not be in order 
at this time,” the report added. 
Mrs. Stender is the attorney 
for George Jackson, a Soledad 
convict charged with slaying a 
guard. Jackson’s brother, Jon- 
a t h a n , 17, was killed in the 
courthouse shootout at San Ra­ 
fael last summer in which four 
persons were slain. 
Miss Davis is accused of 
murder for allegedly providing 
guns used in the escape 
attempt by two convicts. 
“I don’t know anything about 
that,” * said 
Martin 
Glick, 
director of litigation for CRLA 
and the organization’s second 
man in command. 
Glick charged Reagan was 
“attempting to justify the veto 
by trying to link us with Angela 
Davis and other people that are 
unpopular with the public.” 
“We have no cases involving 
the Soledad brothers or any 
eases involving the murder 
disputes in Soledad prison,” he 
said. “It is a clear case of 
trying in McCarthy-style to 
provide guilt by association.” 
He said “we rarely handle 
cases out of prisons” and said 
the federally financed legal aid 
group 
is 
prohibited 
from 
handling criminal cases. 
Reagan said three of the 
accused convicts “have been 
visited by either CRLA staff 
attorneys 
or 
CRLA 
staff 
members for conferences.” The 
documentation 
did 
not 
say 
whether the attorneys ap­ 
proached the defendants as 
private lawyers. 


When the governor announced 
his veto, 
he 
said 
CRLA 
attorneys were not properly 
serving the 
poor 
and 
had 
violated 
federal 
regulations 
which state that antipoverty 
lawyers cannot act in criminal 
cases. 
Reagan said he had do­ 
cuments showing that a CRLA 
attorney “subtly threatened an 
inmate at Soledad and suggest­ 
ed that the inmate, at best, 
suppress 
evidence, 
and, 
at 
worst, commit perjury in the 
Soul Brothers murder case.” 
He said he had testimony by 
the directing legal secretary 
and office manager of CRLA’s 
Salinas office from Sept., 1966, 
to June 1969 on the Soledad 
case. 
The woman, according to the 
governor, stated: 
“Cases were accepted for 
clients charged with criminal 
offenses . . . many conscien­ 
tious objector cases to avoid 
.the draft were accepted and 
•defended by (CRLA attorney 
Mr. Daniels) in federal courts. 
“Mr. Daniels was involved 
with the inmates at Soledad 
prison in the preparation of 
cases to be presented in court 
by the inmates seeking writs, 
new trials and so forth.” 
The report also cited these 
examples as other violations of 
federal regulations by the 
CRLA: 
— A 
newspaper 
called 
“People’s Paper” was pub­ 
lished in the Marysville office 
•of CRLA and listed CRLA at­ 
torney Peter Haberfield as a 
contributing writer-editor. It 
said one article called the U.S. 
attorney general “Pig Mitch­ 
ell” and urged Negroes to arm 
themselves. 
—The CRLA “has acted as 
attorney for entrepreneurs who 
staged a rock festival in El 
Centro Dec. 15, 1970, at Buck- 
land Park.” 
—Monroe Carter Taylor, a 
member of the CRLA advisory 
board in Modesto, said he was 
told by Assembly candidate 
Malcovio Lopez that the CRLA 
had contributed to his cam­ 
paign and had printed cam ­ 
paign brochures and bumper 
stickers for him free of charge.

Traffic Toll 
Drops In '70

Allen Takes On Task Of Making Redskins Winners

George Allen, fired as a winner 
in Los Angeles, took on the task 
today of making winners out of 
the Washington Redskins who 
have been losers in every pro 
football season except one since 
1955. 
Allen was signed as head 
coach and general manager 
Wednesday only minutes after 
Redskin President Edward Ben­ 
nett Williams announced the 


dismissal of Bill Austin who 
had been given the coaching 
post after the death of Vince 
Lombardi last September. 
Exactly one week before, the 
48-year-old Allen had been fired 
by Los Angeles Ram owner 
Dan Reeves despite his five- 
year record of 49-17-4. Allen 
and Reeves did not get along. 
After flying in from the West 
Coast for a Washington news 
conference, the new Redskin 


coach declared his goal: “ I 
plan to win in 1971.” 
He stopped short of predict­ 
ing he would p r o d u c e a 
championship team next sea­ 
son. 
“To say that we will win the 
whole ball of wax would be 
presumptuous,’’ Allen told a 
questioner. 
“But 
when 
you 
come in the dressing room 
after the games next year, you 
will be proud of the Redskins 


and they will be proud of 
themselves.” 
He said he hoped to meet, 
before returning to Los Angeles 
later today, with Washington s 
aging star quarterback Sonny 
Jurgensen and other Redskin 
players in the area. 
His first major task, he said, 
will 
be

Redskins defensively. “The big 
thing —the No. 1 goal —is to

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A SMALL AMOUNT 
Dope Is Found 
In Liston Home 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. (UPI)— 
Small quantities of marijuana 
and heroin were found in Sonny 
Liston’s plush home Wednesday 
and the coroners office saiu 
after an a u t o p s y there ap­ 
peared to be needle marks on 
the arms of the former heavy­ 
weight champion. 
However, officials said the 
initial autopsy gave no clues to 
the cause of death. Toxicologi-

Clark 
also said an ounce of marijuana 
was discovered. He said there 
was no indication of foul play. 
The ex-champion’s wife, Ger­ 
aldine, discovered Liston’s body 
when she returned home from a 
10-day trip. Newspapers dated 
from Dec. 29 were stacked on 
the porch of the home at the 
I6th tee of the Sahara-Nevada 


Country Club. Deputy Coroner 
Dick Mayne said Liston had 
been dead about a week. 
The glowering 6-foot-l, 206- 
pound ex-convict began his 
professional boxing career at 21 
after developing his skills while 
serving a 
prison 
term for 
robbery. His career total in a 
17-year span was 50 wins and 
four 
losses. 
He 
won 
by 
knockouts in 39 bouts and was 
knocked out himself three 
times. 
He beat 33 of 34 opponents 
before winning the champion­ 
ship from Floyd Patterson Sept.

1962,

knockout. In a rematch July 22, 
1963, he again kayoed Patterson 
in the first round. 
He lost the title to Cassius 
Clay Feb. 25,1964, on a seventh 
round knockout and lost a 
rematch to Clay in the first 
round May 25, 1965.

and he lived in the style of a 
wealthy former champion.

Flu Outbreak 
Plagues Florida 


FORT LAUDERDALE, Fla. 
(UPI)—The seasonal flu out­ 
break in Florida has reached 
epidemic proportions in Brow­ 
ard County, where 18 deaths 
have been reported among 
13,000 cases of flu and flu- 
related diseases. 
Dr. Paul Hughes, Broward 
County health director, said his 
estimate of 13,000 cases was 
based on a survey among 10 
doctors. A total of 10,000 or 
more persons affected by the 
flu qualifies the outbreak as an 
epidemic, Hughes said.

Q. We h a v e lost our 
stock certificates. 
How 
can we replace them? —

A. Your first step should 
be to write to the transfer 
agents for your stocks — 
any broker can give you 
their names and addresses. 
In your letters you must 
give all pertinent informa­ 
tion about your certificates 
— their number and the 
name in which they are re­ 
gistered. 
You should request the 
t r a n s f e r agent to put a 
4 4 s t o p ’ * on the missing 
shares. This would prevent 
transfer in case the shares 
t u r n e d up in the wrong 
hands. The transfer agent 
will then send you a form on 
which to make a formal re­ 
quest for new certificates. 
Customarily there is a 
six-month delay before new 
s h a r e s are issued in the 
hope that the certificates 
will be found. If they are 
not, you must post a bond 
covering the value of each 
certificate — a rather ex­ 
pensive proceeding. 
Your unfortunate predica­ 
ment points up the import­ 
ance of putting certificates 
in a safe-deposit box or fire­ 
proof safe as promptly as 
possible after they are re­ 
ceived.
